from th»Bfiid river jit the cost the owners thereof, such cost to be recoverable by sale of 
such logs or timber or oiherwiso as a debt due to the Commissioners. 

2. Firewood or bamboos for use within the municipality may ^ floated at the 
Karla and stacked at such places as the ‘GommiSsioners ipay from time* to time appoint 
for this purpose, provided that, no tuph firewood or bamboos shall be kept in the water of 
the Kuria for more than three days.

DISTRICT OF KHULNA. 

Buie l.—^In these rules the term ** Magistrate *' inoludes’^ 

(a) t^ Distriel Magis^de of Khulna and any Magiaizate snbordiaate to him and 

appointed by him m that behalf; . 

(b) the District Board of Khulna in respect of any public ferry, the manasement 

of which has been vested in‘it under section 36. of Act I«(B.O.-) of 1‘8 m 6 }

^ powers in respect of any public ferry by the District Board ox H^mlna.. 

JRule 2 —Every public ferry in the district of Khulna ahull either be held khas by the 
Magistrate, or be leased by public auction. ' " 

Mules fur the mauagiment of public ferries held khas.. 

Rule o.— For. every public ferry which is held khas, the Magisirate shall from time tc 
time— . . 

(a) provide such boats, landing-stages, rest-houses and other appUanoes as be aba] ] 
think proper; 

(&) appoint a suitable perscm to superintend the plying of the ferry. provid|> and 
pav boatmen, receive the authorised tolls, dbid remit the stuue to the 
treasury; ' 

{(f) fix with the approval of the Commissioner the tolls to be levied from persons 
using the ferry; 

{fi) cause a schedule of such tolls, legibly written in the vemaonlar, to be fined up on 
both landing-stages; 

‘^e) determine tlie maximum number of passengers, animals, oarts, vehicles, and 
goods which each ferry boot shall cmrry, and cause a notice to thia effect 
to be affixed to each boat; - 

(y) determine the hours within which the boats shall.ply,* and the minimiiTTi number 
of journeys to be made every day ; 

(g’j provide for the prompt conveyance of the mails at all times across the ferry. „ 
Rule 4.—Any person may oompound for tolls payable for the use of the*ferry ; and ii 
the ferry should be dosed before the expiry of the period for which such gprson has 
compounded for tolls payable for its use, he shall be entitledi to a refund, the amount of 
which shall bear the same proportion to the whole sum paid by him as the period remain¬ 
ing bears to the whole period tor which he compounded. Buoh refund shall be pade under 
the orders of the Magistrate. , 

Rules for leasing put ferries. 

Rule 5.—When it has been determined to lease the tolls of any pubUo ferry by auction 
under section 9 of Act I (B*C.) of 1885, the Magistrate shall, at least 16 days before the 
auction is held, cause an advertisement of such auction to be published, both in English And 
in the vernacular, in such plaoe-and in such manner as to him shall seem expe^eot. 

Rule 6.—'1 he advertisement s h a l l specify— 

(a) . the time and place of the sale; 

(h) the period for wldoii the feny is to be leased, and the dates between which the 

lessee shall be bound to ply the feiiy every yeiir ; 

(r) the number and description of the boats to be maintained, the strength of the 
. crew to be employed on eaeb. eoMi the maximum number of passengers, ahi- 

mals, vehicles, and the bulk ox weight of goods each is sfuthorised to osrry; 
(d) the liability or otherwise of the lessee to provide the boats and to koep them 
in repair: ’ 

(0 the liability or otherwise of the lessee to provide and keep in order the landing- 
stages, and the rest-homes or travelleis’ sheds, if any, at either or both termini 
of the crossing; . 

( f ) the minimum number of crossings to be mode doily at any particular season of 
the year; 

(j/) the rate of tolls to be levied; , 

(^0 the persona aitd things to be ferried over free of toll as provided in' Rule 14 ; 

(i) the instalments in whilrii the rent for the ferry is to be paid ; and 
(j ) such other partioalars aS the Magistrate shall oonrider neosssary, 

. Rule 7. —A copy of the adver^ement, and of the Boles and t^e Form of agreement 
required to be executed \mdeY section 9 of the Act, shall be msted up in a oonspidaous place 
in the Magistrate’s office, and shall be duly notified on the nay of the auction. 
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BuU 8 —>0« the day of ihe vudaon the lessee, to sfhoia the feizy has been kn^ked 
down, shall deposit 25 per cent, as seourity for the due fulfilment by .jUn* of the oonditious 
of his lease, Tfiia deposit may, however, at the disoretion of the hCj^fWitrate, be dispensed 
with in the oailiB of small fertiM in which boats or canoes are not provided by Oovemment. 

Euh 9.—la. cases in which the ferty is leased for only a year, or part of a year, the 
lessee i^hall be held liable for the rent for the entire period the moment the feny has been 
knocked down to him. In oases in which the ferry is leased for a number of years, the 
liability for each year’s rent shall accrue from the first day of the year.

on them legibly in &e vernacular the schedule of tolls applicable to the ferry, the number 
of beats which the lessee is hound to keep plying, the number of men by whom each boat is 
tp be manned, and the maximum number of passengers, &o., each boat is allowed to carry. 
The .notice boards shall be fixed by the lessee in a conspicuous place at both ends of the 
ferry, and shall be kept by him m a proper condition. On the expiry of his lease they shall 
be .returned by him to the Magistrate. •

Buie 16.—The lessee shall notsoharge or demand tolls &om persons who wade or swim 
across, or take cattle or other auimalh or property across at their own cost and risk, or from 
{arsons who otobb themselves, or take other persons across without charge, in their own boats. 

Buie 16.-*-Tlie ferry shall ordinarily ply between sunrise and sunset; but the lessee may 
employ the boats in' ferrying passengers across at any time after sunset, provided each 
boat so einployed q|i>rrieB a light* which must be displayed in a conspicuous part of the boat. 

Buie. 17.—The Magistrate may, if necessary, fix the times for the crossing of the moils 
and d&k-runners, and may, as occasion arises, vary suoh times. He shall in all such oases 
give noticq^^n writing to the lessee of the times at which the mails are to he ferried over, 
and it shall thereupon become the duty of the leasee to see that > arrangements are specially 
made for the crossing of the mails immediately on their arrival at the ferry gh&t, and that 
no delay is allowed to occur in their transit.

He shall also provide proper rest- 
houses or travellers’ sheds on the hanks of the ferry as required by the M^istrate, and shall 
make all proper arrangements and provide all suitable accommodation on the ferry boats for 
passenger and goods traffic.

Jn Act far the frolection of If'ild Birds and Game. 

^V^eRKAS municipal* authorities in different 
>part 8 of British India have from time to time 
made rules for th» protection of birds and other 
game; * 

And whereas it is expedient that Local Govern¬ 
ments and cantonment-authorities as well as muni- 
cipal authorities should be empowered to make 
such rules; 

It is hereby enacted as follows 

1. (I) This Act may be called the Wild Birds 

Title, extent and coin. I’rofectirtn Act, 1887.

(9) It extends to the whole of British India : 
and

Power to make rule.. ‘‘"X munici pulity or canton- 
ment within the territories

(a) defining the expression “ wild bird " for the 
purposes of this Act in its application to 
the municipality or cantonment;

Iho plumage of any kind of wild bird 
during such spason.

(3) A Court convicting any person of a breach 
of any such rule may order the confiscation of a^ 
wild bird or plumage in respect of which tit 
breach was committed.

tonment-authority, to the further condition of the

APPOINTMENT. 

Dated Darjeeling^ the *lth November 1887. 

Read— 

Letter from tbe Secretary to the Government of India, Home Department, No. 2442, 
dated the 20th October 18H7, calling for the submission, in due oourse of the names 
of candidates for appointment under the Unles framed under 33 Vio, Cap. 8, 
Section 6. 

The Government of In^ia intimated that the number of nominations 
of Natives of India to offices ordinarily held by members of tbe Covenanted 
Civil Service, to be made for 1888 in virtues of the rules framed under Statute 
33 Vic., C^. 3, Section 6, will probable be two for Bengal, and that the 
Governor-General in Council will be glad to receive, in duo course, tbe names 
of three selected candidates for each of the said appointments arranged in 
order of merit. 

2. The Government of India have allowed the Government of Bengal to 
chooBO its candidates in any manner that may appear to it desirable, special 
regard being paid (in the case of candidates whose merits and abilities have 
not been already proved by employment in the public service) to ^ucational 
attainments and proficiency. It is left open to this Government to select can¬ 
didates from the Uncovenanted Service or the learned professions, to institute 
a test of limited competition among nominated candidates, or to follow any 
other mode of selection that may be thought suitable. 

3. The Lieutenant Govorner has resolved to select, out of the whole 

number of applicants, twen^ individuals for each appointment that is to be 
given, and to subject the selected persons to a compitative examination which 
will be held in January next on dKfips to be hereaflbr notified.

The Govemnient of India have intimated that the number of nominations 
of Natives of India to offices ordinarily held by members of the Covenanted 
Civil Service, to bo made for 1888 in virtue of the rules framed under Statute 
33 Vic., Cdp! 3, SetJtion 6, will probably be two for Bengal, and that the 
Governor-Uenoral in Council will bo glad to receive, in due course, the names 
of three selected candidates for each of the said appointments arranged in 

order of merit. . , yM « 

2. The Government of India have allowed the Government of Bengal to 

choose its candidates in any manner that may appear to it desirable, special 
regard being paid (in the case of candidates whose merits and abilities have 
not been already proved by employment in the public service) to educational 
attainments and proficiency. It is loft open to this Government to select can¬ 
didates from the Uncovenanted Service or the learned professions, to institute 
a test of limited conjpetition aniong nominated candidates, or to follow any 
other mode of selection that may be thought suitable. 

3. The Lieutenant -Governor has resolved to select, out of the whole 
number of applicants, twenty individuals for each appointment that is to be 
given, arid to subject the selected persons to a competitive examination which 
will be bold in January next on dates'to be liereafter notified. The choice will

(fl) Officers in the service of Government who have specially distin¬ 
guished themselves. 

(A) Persons who have taken the degree of B A. at the Calcutta 
University, provided that such persons can produce certificates 
of their having a thoroughly practical knowledge of the 
English language, of their being physically fitted for the 
service of Government, of their moral character being good, 
and of their possessing active habits, including ability to ride, 
(c) Persons of proved merit and ability in the practice of a learned 
pr«)fes8ion. 

No candidate who is not in the service of the Government, or who has not 
been at least five years engaged in the practice of a learned profession, will 
be selected after he has attained the age of 25 years. 

The candidates allowed to appear at the examination will hereafter be 
informed by the Committee mentioned in the following paragraph of the place 
at which the examination will be held, and of any other ciroumstances neces¬ 
sary for their guidance.

be Law, and candidates may select either (aj the Penal Code, the t riminal Pro¬ 
cedure t ode, and Mr. Field’s Introduction to the Bengal Regulations ; or (A) 
Macnaghteii’s Principles of Hindu and Muhammedan Law, the Civil Procedure 
Code, the Transfer of Property Act, Act IX of 1872, Act I of 1877, Act III of 
ISI?, Act X of 1866, Act XXI of 1870, Act V of 1881, and Act XXVII of 
18C0. 
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5. On the conclusion of the examination, the Lieutonant-Qovornor will 

forward, witli his recommendation, the names in order of merit of tim iinst six 
successful applicants. From them two will be seltscted by the Government of

Tbe College St (■sion will cxtoiid from tho beginning of October to the beginning of 
July, and will be divided into three terms of about eleven weeks each, with about three 
weeks’ vacation nt Cnristtnas atid at Easter. 

The Charge for lioani, L"dgin<f, and Tuition will be dC 30 a term, payable in adv.'inee. 
This charge will ii.elmti- h!i i xp'-n-es except Lanndresa, special Medical Attendance, Pees for 
University Examiiid ioii.', anil individual lessons ill Musio Singing or Painting. Arrange- 
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menta will be marie to allow Student* who*© oircunsttanow render it neewsary, and who 
obtain permission from the Principal, to reside in College daring the vacatioos, under 
proper supervision, at a fixed weekly charge. 

The Staff will consist of resirlent Women Tutors and Lecturers, and of risitmg Pro¬ 
fessors and Lecturers, men and women, from liondon and elsewhere. ^ 

The principal subjects of instruction will be—Divinity, Classic^ Mediseval and Uodem 
Languages, Mathematics, Natural Science, History and Political Economy, Mental and 
Moral Science and Tliw)ry of Music, 

The t.'urriciilum will he so arranged as to prepare students for the London University 
Degrees, for the Oxford Honour Examinations, and fur such other Examinations as the 
Governors may hereafter find desirable. 

There will bo yearly courses of instruction in Hygiene, Ambulance Work, Cookery and 
Needlework, as well as classes for Gymnastic Exercises, Drawing and Vocal Music, and 
special Jesaons in Painting, Instrumental Music and Solo Singing for students who dosire 
them. 

Students may select their course of study, subject to the approval of the Principal. 

Those who do not' wish to stuily for a University Examination will be admitted, 
provided tiicy satisfy the Principal that they arc 6ond fide Students, with some definite 
course in view. 

No studi nt may enter for less than one year, or reside for more than four years, with 
out siKicial p»!ririissioii from the Governois. The Principal may require the withdrawal of 
any student who is not profiting by the cduearion of the College. 

(Candidates for admission must be over 17 years of age, must furnish to the Principal 
satisfactory referenees, and pftss an Pjiitraiice Examination. 

The fnllowins c.xaniiiiations will be accepted in place of tho Entrance Examination 

The Ijoiidon M atriciilation. 

The Oxford Wonifu’s Eirst Examination, 

The Higher Certificate Examiiiution of the Oxford and Cambridge Board. 

The Oainbrifige Higher Local Examination in any two of the groups A. B and C. 

The various Senior Local ExaniiiiHtious of the Universities of England, Scotland, 
Ireland and the Coloni s, provided two Languages, or one Language and 
Matheniati's, are incliidi'd in tho pass. 

And such other Examinations as the Governors may from time to time deem 
equivalent. 

An Entrance Examirintion will be held, for the convenience of students, at Queen’s 
College, 43, Hailey Street, London, W., on Thursday and Friday, August 4th and 5th. 
If any students are unable to attend this Examination, they may be examined at the Royal 
Holloway OuIle!:o on Thursday and Friday, September 29th and 30. Forms of Entry may 
be obtained (with further infcinnaiioti) from the Secretary, and must be returned to him 
filled up (if pussihic) not later than July loth. The Examination will consist of:— 

(1.) Obligaiory subjoi-ts, v'z.. Arithmetic, English Essay, and a paper of English 
History and General (ieography. 

(2 ) Optional suiijeets, of which not less than two nor more than four may be 
taken, one, at least, being a lauguagc, viz , Latin, Greek, French, German, 
Algeiirn, Geomctiy, Trigonometry. 

Each studf lit will have a hed-rouin and sitting-room to herself, and. every provision 
has been made in the internal arraugemcots of the (-ollcge for the health and comfort of its 
inmates. The huildiiig iueludcs Chapel, Dining-hall, Library, Reading-room, Museum, and 
a Fieturc Gallery eoiitaiiiing a valuable collection of modern British paintings. The 
grounths and gardens are extensive, and provided with Tenuis Courts. There is also a 
Oyinii:i.siuni. 

No religious test will be imposed as a condition of admission. The domestic life of the 
College will he that of a Cliristiim household, and Prayers will be said daily by the Principal. 
Provision will be made for the conduct of Divine Service in the Chapel on Sundays. 
Students will bo allowed, under proper reculations, to attend the Services of any Religious 
(lenoiiiiiiatioii whioh their parents or guardians may desire.

In accordance with the instructions conveyed in your letter No 4tCir. Met., dated 2nd 
May 1887, I have the honour to submit my Annual Report on the administration of the lute 
District Road Cess Committee of this district, for the cess year ending'on the 3l8t Match 
1887, together with the detailed accounts of receipts and expenditure. 

2 . Working of the Committee.— the half-year under report there were eight 
meetings of which three were special and five ordinary. Six of these meeiings were presided 
over by the Chairman and two by the Vice-Chairman. The average attendance of the 
members was not good, being 4 62 against 4'16 of the corresponding period of tin* preceding 
year. It will be observed that the attendance of the mofussil members was, as heretororc, 
not satisfactory. The mofussil members were conspicuous by th«dr absence, and with the 
except! >n of Babn Durga Das Bngchi, did not attend a single meeting. Tnis is especially to 
be regretted, as the town members who attend, though ready enough to assist in the disposal 
of business, are necessarily without much knowledge of the requirements of the interior of the 
district, and unable on that account to give advice upon many questions of local importance. 

8 . There was no meeting without a quorum. Mr. K. O. Gupta was Chairniaii from let 
to 27th October 1886, Mr. H. S. Beadon, froin'28th October 1S8U to tBh February 1887, aud 
myself for the remainder of the half-year. ' 

4. Working of the Ce»s Act. —A report on the working of the Collection Department 
has been separately submitted to you tiy the Collector of the district, and so it is needless to 
give any farther details on the subject in this report. The result of the c.>licction was, on 
the whole, 75'1 on the demand. 

5 . Inspection of Offices. —The accounts of both the offices, namely, of the Committee’s 
office and that of the District Engineer, were monthly scrutinized aud audited by a standing 
Sub-Committee, consisting of the Vice-Chairman aud two of the members. The Local 
Auditor has abo inspected the office on the lUth December last.

6 . Original !Vork$. —The following were the origiral work* taken in hand during the 
half-year under rt-view 

(1) . So. 1, Darjeeling road —A. temporary bridge over the nulla called Ram Dara 

\)ii the 33tl» mile of the road was tindertaken, but no progress has yet been 
made beyond the collection of materials. The bridge will be constructed 
during the course of the current year. It was under contemplation before 
to throw an embankment on this nulla, and acourdiugly Rs. 600 was provided 
for in the budget estimate for the purpose, but as it was afterwards appre¬ 
hended that this embankment would cost considerably more than the original 
estimate, and seeiuir that the surrounding lands are subject to inundation, the 
proposal was abandoned, and lls. 880 was sauctioned for a bridge; and with 
a view to make provision for the caecss amount, the reconstruction of 
Prannagar bungalow, for which Rs. 400 was budgetted for, was postponed for 
auothor year. 

(2) . No. 7, Gangarampore road. —One permanent masonry and timber bridge of 

three .spans of ^0 feet over the Ghampatoli stream has been comploted and 
opened lor trailic. 

(3) . No. 14, Ghoraghat to HUH Road —It is a feeder road from Hilli on the 

Northorn Bengal State Railway to Gh(»raghat, and is the niust important in 
point of cost. A CQiuplece survey for the road was uade!lak;n in DcM-imiber 
last, and completed at the close of the half-year. The estimate is in conrso of 
preparation, and will be sunmitted for approval as soon as it i- ready. In was 
iiuciided to mauufaeiiire bricks departmeiitally under the lliUi’s kiln system, 
and aecoidingly arrangement was made for the purpose, but the work itould 
not he carried out fur want of workmen. The work will be undertaken duriiis 
the next cold weather senaoti. A contribution of Rs. 8,000 was promised by 
the late District Road Cess Committee ot Rungpore for the coustruetion of 
tins road, as a portion of it lies in that district. 

(4) . No lu, Mohudebpore to SuHanpote road .— The work, aa notieed in my report for 

the previous year, is under progiess, and, I hope, will be completed during 
the eurienn year. 

7. Repairs — .Ml the roads borne in our list have been maintained and repaired as far 

as our linnieil luiids permitted. The works undertaken during the year chiefly consisted of 
surface repairs, filling in gaps. &c. A good dcal.of- filling in of ruts caused by cart traffic 
hud to be done, and the bridges were takeu care of. * 

8 . An unusually heavy rain last year, causing damaccs to several roads and bridores, 
supplfmeutary estimates were submitted by the I dstrict Engineer for their repairs, and they 
W'TC duly .sanctioned by the Committee. The necessary repairs to these flood damages 
were executed during the half-year under report. 

9. It is to be observed that, with a large mileage aggregating about 1,200 miles, and 
the comparatively small funds at our disposal, it is impossible to keep every road in fair 
order. 

10 . At their final meeting the Committee passed the two following resolutions for the 
guidance of the District Board about to succeed them :— 

(4) . “As this is the la*-! meeting of the District Road Cess Committee, the Com¬ 

mittee wish to place on reeord their conviction that the best policy to be 
follwwed out in .future for the gtvid of the district is to push on the construc¬ 
tion of permanent bridges and abandon the repairs and re-construction of 
bamboo temporary briilgcs whenever this can be done with due regard to the 
keeping opi>n of necessary commuuication during the rains. 

(5) . “ Tbs Committee are aware that this policy is no new idea, hut they think it 

might be pu.sbed further than is done at present. Hitherto it has been the 
practioe to almost invariably repair a bamboo bridge when it has f.iilea down. 
The Coniniittce are convinced that in some cases it might be foiuid feasible to 
keep the gap oi-en and muiutaiu coniinunicatious during rains by boat untjl a 
permanent bridge can be afforded, Tbu* they think that the case of every 
bamboo bridge should be coiisideicd on its merits before one is repaired or re¬ 
constructed. They are also of opinion that until the district is provided with 
permanent bridges, the budget fur rep.iira should be cut down to ihe lowest 
limit possible. ^ , 

(6) . “Another matter to which the Committee would call attention for the inform¬ 

ation of tiic Hoard which will succeed tiieia, is the advantages which the 
districy will gain by permanently brioged roads iu eomicotion with the lailway, 
and the desirability of enlisting Governuicut support and aesistance to pro¬ 
jects iu this direction.’^ 

11 . The question is DO doubt a difiicalt one. On the one hand bamboo bridges are 
unsatisfactory, and though erected at a comparatively small initial coat, they cuuaiautly 
require renewal, and are liable to break down during the rainy season just when they are 
must needed. During the last month of heavy rains and floods these bamboo bridges 
have been breaking down all over the district, thereby rendering communication difficult or 
tutunsaib.c. Uiiimately they prove a source of wasteful expenditure to the Committee, m 
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large sums hare to be appropriated auDually for their reoewal and repair. On the ot ler 
hand, the number of roads in the district is so great that it will be a work of jears to r>‘placc 
all the present temporary bridges by permanent oiiot, and no doubt while the district is in 
a transition state netween temporarily and permanently bridged roads, cases of incon¬ 
venience will be felt and compliiints will probably be made. At the same time, I am con¬ 
vinced that the Committee have in the resolution quoted above, indicated the proper policy 
to pursue. It may not lie practicable t« abstain from renewing every bamboo bridge, but 
the requirements of each case should be scpariiieiy considered, and if the gap can be left 
open without muen iuc(invei>ieiice to tiie puiilic, it shoulJ be left so until funds permit of 
the erection of a permanent bridge*. 

12. During the rains there IS not much cart traffic, and it may often he possible to 
provide a boat to ferry people and even carts across the gaps, and during the cold and dry 
season the gaps will be foroable, and by sloping down the approaches can be passed j^y cart 
and caniage traffic without much diiriculty. When the drainage permits of the use of 
pipe culverts, the gaps can he filled in altogether. In some places it may be possible to 
make Irish br.dges or causeways, and tlie District Engineer has been asked tu report on 
this suggestion. 

13. lly proceeding in this wav the Uoard will have every year more money saved 
from repairs and temp Tary eonstrueiions to ai>ply to tbe ereittiou of permauent biniges, and 
in course of time, if this pulioy is patienry pursued, will sucewd in ellecting the desired 
improvement ill their cormuimieation. Considei'iiig the benefit of the railway to the district, 
and how much oi it will be lost until feeder roads in all directions are firofieriy raised ami 
bridged, and produce can be broiigbr. safely and ezpediously to the different railway stations 
from the interior, it. is to be hoped that Government may see their way to assist the Hoard 
with fund's to make siieh improvements, and considering the value of tbe traffic to the 
railway, tbe qnesiion of giving some help to the Board is, I submit, well worth consideration. 

14. Diillculty is still felt ingetttmg labourers and piece-workers. The local laboiners 
being mostly of Hgrieultuial O'ass, ore always reluotaiit tu do roadworks, especially iluring 
sowing and reaping seasons. Tbe few labourers who come from Debar and other up-country 
districts are tbe only peonle to be nad for suoh works. In some cases tlic works have been 
executed by contract, and tbo sums advanced to contractors have been adjusted with a tew 
exceptions. 

15 Village roads.—'V\\e allotment under this hcHd could not be fully utilized. Out of 
lls. 4,()<)(), only Rs. were spent during the year. Applications for village roads were 
received, and in some cases they were attended to. In one case a small contribution was 
received from villagers for the construction of a road to their village from a main line. 
These works were generally executed by the District Staff. Under the orders of the Coin- 
luiitee. a list of village roads has been prepared, and allotments were made to ns many ns 
funds permitted fur use during the eurreut year. A sum of its. 3,070 was allotted among 
18 roads. • 

10. Removal oj obstruction to drainage —Rupees 500 were budgetted for under this 
head, but tbe allotment euiiid nut be worked up to. 

17. Arboricullure. —No new trees were planted during the year under report, but those 
planted before were properly maintained, and in many cases fi*nced in with bamboo unclosures. 
Rupees i42-6 were spent on account of charges of cstablisbment entertained, as well as other 
miseeilaueous expenditure incurred fur iiiaintenaiioe of the trees. 

18. The system of planting trees on contract, noticed in the. report of the last year, 
did not prove a success as expected. Some other mensures will have to lie adopted. 

19. The, district works were insnccted by Mr. T Realty, the Divisioii.il Superinten¬ 
dent ot District Works, during the months of Jauuaiy, l<'ubziiary and March 1 i>i7. He 
also inspected the office of the District Engineer. 

20. Jistablisfiment. —There was formerly one Account ml in charge of the a-einnls of 
the Gunimitb^e^s office, and of tbe District Engineer’s; iiut us ibis system was ftiund ol.fcc- 
tionubie by the Examiner of Local Accounts, the offices have been separate.1. This 
Bi-paratiun has worked well. 

21 . There was no change in the Subordinate Engineering staff, which consi'-ts of 
one Overseer and six Sub-Overseers. 

2i. The establishment attached to the Chairman’s office consists of one Accountant 
and a peon. Kumar Girindra Narain Deb, Officiating .Icin;-.'.Magistrate, having been 
transferred in tlic latter part of December last, the office of Vioe-Obairman was held by 
Mr. H. I'homps'iii to the end of the year. 

23. The ulliec establishment has worked well, and the Officiating Head f'lerk and 
Accountant, Jada Nath Nuiidi is a hard-working and pains-taking officer. Baboo Ram Nath 
Bhattacharjie was District Engineer throughout the year. He has intimate knowledge 
of tbe district, and is energetic and hard-working. He will prove a most useful officer tu the 
Board. He reports that the subordinates of his department havu worked satisfactorily. 

24. The annual accounts were examined by the standing Fiuancc Committee, and 
passed by the District Board at a meeting held on the 30th June 1887.

4. Under the head of Original Works” nothing was done that deserves particular 
comment. At the end of March the Oommittee received the contribution of Rs. 3,500 from 
Government for the construction of the Panchbibi-Kamdys Feeder road. The work waa 
promptly taken in band, and the road is under conatmction. 

5. All the roada in the district received attention, and in order to keep them open for 
traffic throughout the year, necessary repairs were made. The roads were in general, in 
satisfactory order d^ing the half-year. 

6. A sum of Rs. 1,284 was advanced to private sgenoiee for the oonatruction and 
repairs of the village communicationa, besides Bs. 88-4 apent on village roada by the Depart¬ 
ment itself. 

7. No new trees were planted during the half-year under report, it not being the 
proper season for such work. The old trees are doing all well, and ail carefully looked after. 

8. During the half-year under review the office was not inspected by the Examiner of 
Local Accounts or by his Assistants. 

9. The accounts of the Uommittee were audited and passed mohtbly by the standing 
Sub-f'ommittee consisting of the Vice-Ohairman and two other Members of the Committee. 

10. The establishment under the Committee oontinned to work satisfactorily.

In accordance with the instructions conveyed in your letter No. 4, Cir., dated 2ud 
ultimo, I have the honour to submit herewith in duplicate a detailed account of receipts 
and expenditure of the Rungpur District Road Fund for the six mouths from lat October 
1886 to Slat March 1887, together with the following brief report ou the works of local 
im provement that were undertaken dniing that period 

2. Audit of Accounts .—^The half-yearly accounts now submitted have not beou audited 
by the standing Sub-Committee of audit as the latter body ceased to exist from the I st 
April laat, consequent on the introduction of the Local Self Government Schema on that 
date, but up to that date, however, the Sab-Gomroittee of audit held monthly meatiugs to 
audit the accounts previous to their aubmiaaion to the Accountaut-Oeueral in accordance 
with the atandiug orders of Oovernment, and the result of tbeir audit waa satiafactory, 

8. Astettmeni and CoUeetiona .—^The curreut demand for the six months on account of 
the ceaa on lands waa Ba. 65,106 and the arrear demand from last year Bs. 6,731, making 
a gross demand of Ba. 71,887 for realization. A sum of Bs. 53,179 waa realized during 
the half-year leaving a balance of Ba. 18,658 aucollected at the end of the half-year. 
A detailed report on this head baa already been submitted by me. 

4. Working of the Cess Act.—The people aeem now to have become quite n-concilod 
to the levy of the cess, and the majority of them appear to appreciate the benefit it confers 
by the improvement of district and village communications. 

6. Working of the District and Branch Committees .—During the balf-yoar under report, 
five meetings were held by the Sadder Committee, at each of whicl* there was an quorum. 
The membera evinced great interest in ail matters brought before them for discussion. 
There are three branch Committees, one at Gyebauda, one at Kurigram and the other at 
Nelphamari. Copies of the proceediuga of each of the three Brpnefa Committees were 
regularly received by the District or Sadder Committee. The princijtai busiuesa of the 
Branch Committees in thia district is simply to distribute she funds allotted to them by the 
Diatrict Committee for village roads, and the Chairman of each Branch Committee personally 
joapecta the reanlta obtained during hia winter tour. » ♦ * 
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6. Working of the Audit Committee .—^Tbe Audit Oommitt«e uppoiated under •eotioa 
174 of the Cess Act to audit the monthly aeeonnte did not, aa reported in previous years, 
woiit well, as the monthly aeeonnta had to he examined in almost all £asea by the Vice* 
Chairman alone. The fchi^ difiSeulty in procuring the attendence of memters to sit on the 
Audit Oommittee, iiee in the fact that the accounts are kept in English and only two of the 
non>official memlwrs are even tolerably acquainted with that language. 

7. Intpeclinn «>^acco«n'f.—-The accounts of the Committee's ufEice were professionally 
ezamiurd by a Local Auditor in June last, and the resuit as reported last year was satisfae* 
tory. The accounts for the half-year now submitted have not aa yet been professionally 
examined, hot they are believed to be in fair order. 

8. Hovo thi different eetablishmente worked during the year. —A.S I have only lately 
joined the district 1 am not in a position to give my opinion on this head. From the 
annual Aport of the cess year 1885-86, so recently submitted by my predecessor, it will be 
seen that the different establishments employed in the coileotion of the cess, in the adminis¬ 
tration of the funds, and in the execution of works have worked satisfactorily. 

9. Original Work».—h sum of Ba. 15,936 was spent on original works, chiefly in 
the construction of masonry bridgi-s and culverts on the most important lines of district 
communications. 

10. ffepatrs.—A sum of Rs. 22,503 was spent on repairs: this sum has sufficed to 
maintain the district thoroughfares in fair order. 

11. Village roade .—A sum of Bs 6 000 was allotted for the construction and improve¬ 
ment of village roads, of which only Rs. 2,668 have been expended during the six months. 
Some money bds been advanced to certain respectable gentlemen and to members of the 
Hoad Cess Committee for the improvement of village roads, but their accounts have not as 
yet been received in this office. Several numerously signed applications have been received 
fur the repair of old village roads and the construction of new ones. The funds at the 
disposal of the Committee are limited, and are quite insufficient to satisfy the wants of the 
people in this direction. There are many excellent village roads in this district which have 
never been properly surveyed. Several now fallen into disrepair could be brought into good 
working order at a small cost. It was proposed to the Committee that a survey should be 
held of these village roads with this object. This subject will be brought to the early notice 
of the District Board. 

12. Arboriculture .—A sum of Rs. 626 was spent during the six months under report 
for the maintenance of trees planted in previous years, on the important district roads. 
The trees are thriving and are regularly watered, protected, and carefully looked after by the 
subordinates in charge.

Aqkeeablt to your letter No. 4 Cir.—Mot. of 3ud Mny laat, I have the honour to 
submit herewith in duplirate the acoounta of the late Julpigoree Di«criot Jftoad Fund for the 
half-year ending Slat March 1887, and to report aa follow*. 

2. Committee. —* • * There were no Branch CommitteeB in this diatriot. 

8. Feeling of the people towards Road Cess. —The rax is looked upon aa a portion of 

the rent to be paid, and the only way in which any feeliog ou the subject hna manifested 
itself baa been an occasional complaint that the money levied locally is not nil spent in the 
locality, or in other words that some localities arc uegioctod in (avuur of uthera although 
paying an equal or greater amount of tax. ^ 

4. State of hoads. —All the roads under the Hoad Cess Committee during the period 
nnder report were in fair traffic order. Government gave a graut-iti-i\id of Us. ‘ir),()()0 fur the 
Dalimkote and other important roads in the tea districts which were much injured during 
the last rains. Owing to a great falling off in the labour supply this year as mueli could nut 
be effected with this grant aa was at first hoped, and not much of this was erpeuded befuro 
the close of the year. The metalling of the portion south of the Cbil river wliich passes 
through the Apalchand forest with shingle from the river bed was commenced. Other rotuls 
were maintained in passable order throughout the six months under report. 

5. Fillage Roads.—A. sum of lls. 274 was spent on repairing the village roads. The 
repairs were executed by the Committee's establishment. Nu local influential persons under¬ 
took the execution of repairs to such roads. The state of the roads were fair during the 
period reported. 

6. Tree-Planting. —No new trees were planted daring the period under report. The 
existing young trees were properly nursed and fenced in. 

7. Work Establishment. —The establishment on work consisted of one District 
Engineer, one Overseer, and two Sub-Overseers. They all worked satisfactorily and the 
IJistrict Engineer, is particularly deserving credit for his energy. Uo is a very smart 
officer, and never spares himself. 

' 8. Committee’s Establishment. —The establishment of the Committee consisted' of one 
Accountant and Head Clerk and one assistant clerk. All gave satUractiun in tlie perfor¬ 
mance of their duties. 

9. Inspection of Office. —During December last the office of the Committee was 
inspected by the Local Auditor under the Examiner of Local Accounts, Bengal, and the 
accounts for the mouth of October 1886 only were examined together with those for the 
year 1885-86. 

10. studit of Accounts. —The accounts of the Committee were audited and passed 
monthly by a Standing Sub-Coinmitee consisting of tlij Chairman and three other members 
of the Committee. Accounts for six mouths ending 3Ist March 1687, were not passed by 
the Committee, owing to their abolition on the Ist April JH87. 

11. Work proposed to be done during the following year. —The folluwing were the 
principal works proposed to be undertaken during the current finaueial year: — 

(n) Hcopustruction of bridges, raising of embankment, and metalling a certain 
portion of the Julpigoree to Damdim road. 

{b) Construction of the Koomlye bridge and raising certain portions of the embank¬ 
ment of the Kyranti to Bataigolo road. 

(c) Construction of the Koomlye bridge on the Juloigoree to AHporo road. 

(d) Rceoustruction of some bridges on the Oenirul Emigration road. 

(c) Raising a certain portion of the Mynagori to Nagracutta road. 

(/) Construction of a portion of the new road from Patgrarn to IJairagirhat. 

12. Explanations. —The only excess expenditure of Ks. 164-15 over the liudget allot¬ 
ment on the Kyranti to Bataigolo road is due to the repairs to the road uece.-sitated by the 
late floods, and a inviscd estimate covering the expenditure was submittod to you for 
sanction. The amounts allotted to the roads Nos. 12, 14, 10, and 17 aud to some of the 
village roads were expended biuce March 1887.

With reference to yonr ciidorenmcnt No. 82Cir.—M, dated 25th April 1887, forward¬ 
ing for intoroiation and gwidanee, copy of a circular No. 7, dated 29th March 1887, from 
the t^<'erttaTy to the Dovernuici.t of Bengal, Municipal Department, to jour address, 
directing that in view of the difliculties represented by the Board of llevenue, Lower 
Provinces, arising from the want of uniformity in the cess year, it should be assimilated 
to the finaueial year, I have the houour to forward the half-yearly report and accounts of 
the District Hoad Fund, Darjeeling, for the year ending Slst March l8ti7, the last annusl 
report and accounts for the cc.ss year ending 30th September 1886, having been submitted 
with my predecessor’s letter No. 56,ITatnd i3lh .lanuary 

2. The balance at ersdit of the fund on 1st October 1886 was Rs, 19,040-9-9, and the 
receipts under the several heads dnring*tbe half-year ending 3l.st March 1887, made, up a total 
of Its. 14,257-4-8. The total expenditure during this period was Us. 10,641-5-11, leaving 
a balance of Its. 22.656-8-6 available for the current'year. 

3. During ■ the half-year underreport, out of the current demand of Ra. 14,532, 
Rs. 791 were realized in advance during the previous year, and lls. 13,696 collected to the 
eiul of 31st Maicli 18^7. Only Ks. 45 remained unrealized at the close of the past official 
year. A further aum of Ra. 91 (leaving out Ke. 1 on account, of romi.s-ion) on account of 
arrears outstanding at the close of the past cess year, plu* Ks 776 collected m advance, made 
up a total collection of Ks. 14,562. Of this amount Rs. 12,712-15-3 only were credited in 
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the &o*d Fond ueonat ovinf to an error wfaioh orept into tbe tieanirf aooouoU, where, • 
jDisti^ the baleooe of the oollectioa wu credit^ to Public Worki oew. llie neceaiaiy 
trenifer end adju«(ment ere, howerer, oow being made. 

4. The number ef meetioga of the District Committee held during the balf*year 
ending Slat March 1€87, waa three. The average attendance was two out of eight officials, 
and four out of 14 non<ufficial members. There waa only one meeting of the l^rai Branch , 
Committee held at Silligoree. 

6. The planter members, as heretofore, have rendered every possilile assiatanoe to the 
Committee in carrying out the expenditure of grants made to them for repairs to roads in 
the neighbourhood of their gardens. 

6. ' With the exception of the addition of the road from fiadamtom to Barnesbeg, 
there has been no alteration in the list of district roads mentioned in the last report. 

7. The work of construction of the two suspension bridges over the Little Bungit and 
Kohel rivers at Poolbasar and Kohel has been started, and the masonary work is in a fair way 
of progress. The completion of the bridges is awaiting the receipt of the iron work oraered 
from Glasgow, which as baa been communicated by the Agents of Messrs. A. J. Main and 
Company, has since arrived in Calcutta, and arrangements are being made for bringing up 
the materials to the sites of the bridges in question. It is anticipated that both the bridges 
will be completed by the end of ensuing June. 

The'commencemeut of the suspension bridge oyer the Rongbong river at Surmab, which 
has been sanctioned by Government, is delayed pending the inspection of the site by the 
Superintending and Executive Engineers. The Superintending Engineer, Eastern Circle, 
who has been communicated with on the subject, will ne up here shortly, when it is expected 
the bridge site will be inspected in company with the Executive Engineer, and after it has 
been inspected and approved of, work will be started. 

The project fur a similar bridge over the Balasun river at Namsu is still before the 
Government of Bengal. 

8. Bupees l,0b4-4<8 were spent on hill roads and Bs. 581*6-5 on the Terai roads, 
making.up a total of Rs. l,613-li>l. 

Besides the above, a further sum of Ra. 837>6-3 waa spent on village roads in the Terai. 

It may be here remarked that in the majority of oases, advances on sccount of half the 
grants for expenditure on repairs to roads msde to the planting genileroen have not been 
adjusted yet, owing to non-receipt of detailed accounts of expenditure, which, if received in 
time, would have iucreaeed the expenditure on roads. 

9. Tbs Cess Act worked smoothly during the half-year under review, the total collec¬ 
tion being 100*2 against 101*7 of last year’s report. The decrease in the rate of percentage, 
compared with that of the previous cess year, is slight and calls for no remarks. 

10. The District Engineer has been invaluable, and the establishment generally seemed 
to have worked well. 

11. The Boad Fund office was inspected by the Examiner of Local Aocoudm in October 
last. The defects in the system of keeping accoui^B noticed by the Examiner, have all 
been remedied.

The actual expenditure daring tbe period was 
Rs. 1,41,888, leaving a balance of Rs. 1,51,761 on 31st March 1887. 

Thirty-one per oent. of the estimated amount on works for the cess year 1886-87 
eonld only be expended during the half-year under report. 

8. No oritfinal works of importance specially deserving of notice were exocnted 
during the period under report. 

The roads in the list of the Committees were repaired and maintained ao far as eonld 
be done within the time and with the funds at the disposal of the Committees. 

4. EetabHehment .—^The aggregate cost of establishment of the 6ve District Road Cess 
Committees, exelusive of that of the Div4aiaii|il Superintendent of-Works, was fis. 88,721, 
being 21*7 per cent, of the net reoeipta of tbe half-vesr. 

The expenditure on account of the Divisional Superintendent of Works was Rs. 9,1'97, 
or 6*6 per oent. of the net<receipta of the Road Oesa Committees of Dinagepore, Bog^w, 
Bungpore, and Julpi^ee, which contributed towards the chargee of the Divikional Superin¬ 
tendent for the ‘period under report. .

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novel character and wider scope of the new Act, to adopt the suggestion con¬ 
tained in paragraph 3 of the Government of India circular letter No: 695, dated 
5th February, that an offict'r of experience should be placed oi| special duty to 
supervise the work during the year, and for this purpose Mr. W. H. Grimley 
was appointed Commissioner of Income-tax on Ist March, one month before 
the Act received the assent of the Governor-General in Council. The B<Kard 
had commenced the issue of instructions to District Officers in January, in 
anticipation of the passing of the Act, and this work was i^pw carried on under 
their supervisioh by Mr. Grimley, who also visited many of the districts in 
person, and became the constituted channel of reference to Government, and 
the adviser of the Board in all jjuestions relating to the administration of the 
tax. During toe year, Mr. Grimley reported on toe progress of collections; but 
altoou^ the practical working of the Act was under the constant attention 
of the Lieutenant-Governor, the results achieved have not before now bfeen 
t:ie subject of a complete retrospective review by this Government. 

3. Aeaulta oMke tax .—It appears from the Board’s report that the total 
demand under all parts of the tax amounted to Rs. 39,30,958, and the total ’ 
collections to Hs. 38,60,658. After deduction of the uiirecovered balance. 
(Rs. 76,300), and charges amounting to Ks. 2,84,219, the net revenue from 
the tax is seen to be Hs. 35,76,439. The Accountant-General, Bengal, in 
October last estimated the probable yield of the tax for the whole year, at 
Us. 36,18,059; but as this was calculated on the gross receipts, the results have 
justified' the more sanguine forecast of the Commissioner of Income-tax, who, 
on the same premises, estimated the probable receipts at Rs. 38,00,438. 

The percentage of collections to demand, excluding from consideraition the 
tax on official salaries, «fec., and deductions on account of interest on Government 
securities, is 98'5. Of the balance of lis. 76,300 outstanding on tho 30to June, 
Rs. 9,867 has since been collected, bringing .the percentage to nearly 99; and 
this figure, since the remainder of the balance is regarded as almost entirely 
irrecoverable, may be taken as finally correct. It compares very favourably 
with corresponding figures under the License-tax Acts. In the first year of the 
introduction of the License-tax Act I {B.U.) of 1878, the porcontaee of collections 
to demand was only 44 ; ^nd although this was calculated on the original 
demand from which there enormous remissions, still there remained an 
outstanding balance of over 6 lakhs when 26| lakhs had been collected. 
8o in 1 >*80-81, with collections amounting to less tlmn 16 lakhs, the unreoovered 
balance exceeded Rs. 80,000. In recent years the working of the late License 
Act has been so well understood that there has been little difficulty in collect¬ 
ing almost the entire demand ; but the comparison with years in which a new 
system has been introduced is a fair one, and the Lieutenant-Governor ctmsiders 
that tho results may be held to be satisfactory. 

4. Fetitious oj objection. —But although some indication is thus afforded 
of the thoroughness with which the tax has been levied, a more efficacious test of 
the smoothness of its working lies in the number of petitions of objection 
presented ; and the subject is one whicli deserves especial consideration in this 
tho first yeur of the introduction of toe Act. Out of 106,936 original assessments, 
objections were preferred in 29,413 cases, 27‘5 assessees in every hundred 
objected. In t hitta^ong, Gya and Angui this percentage rose to 50'9, 54*3 and 
71 9 respectively. The large number of objections in Chittagong has been suffi¬ 
ciently explained in the Board’s report, but the reasons given in this case show 
the necessity for explanation in toe other two cases also. In 1878-79, a year 
which has been already selected as suitable for comparison!) the proportion of 
objections to assessments was about 33 per cent.; in 1880-81, 62 per cent.; and in 
1885-86, when the Act of 1880 had been in force for six years without change, 
as much as 24*7. On tiiese figures, and considering the uffioulty of obtaining 
reliable information, as well as the far wider scope for objection afforded by toe 
present Act, toe Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Bomrd in thinking that 
the assessments have on the whole been carefully and judimously made. It is, 
moreover, to be inferred from the large percentage (48)df successful objections, 

objections which wei*o partially or wholly allowed, that the petitioners 
were treated with consideration, and that there was no unwillingness to modify 
assessments. This applies particularly to Calcutta and Darjeeling, where the 
percentage of succes^ul ubjectious rose as high as 78*4 and 73*3 respectively. 
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although thu late of objeotions to assessments was 27*8 per - psnt. and 3*2 per 
cent only. TJ^ ntunber of a^lications to the Commissioner lor revision, includ¬ 
ing oases callea for by that officer of his own motion, was 1,289, or a percentage 
of 4*3 on the number of objeotions preferred, and if the cases contributed by 
Chittaffong (844), Calcutta (265) and Dacca (118 are deducted, the total is 
reduced to 562. These three districts, moreover, show no less than 266 out of 
342 cases in which the tax was reduced or entirely remitted. In all the other 
districts the orders were modified in only 76 cases out of 433 disposed of. 
These figures indicate that the orders passed on petitions of objection on the 
whole ^ye satisfaction. , ^ 

Nevertheless remissions were by no means large. The percentage of 
. remission on original demand was highest in the districts of Singbhuoin 
aad Chittagong, where it rose to 26 6 and 26*5 respectively; but for the 
wholes Province, although the remissions granted by Collectors included a large 
number of cases in which no objections were preferred, but in which the 

• assessees were found to have died or left the district, or given up tlie business 
^ for which originally assessed, they yet gave the comparatively small percentage 

* on the demand of 17*6, and those granted by Commissioners a percentage of 4 
only. The total amount remitted was Hs. 7,53,292 as against Ks. 14,^19,635 of 
license-tax demand in 1878-79, and Its. 11,87,920 in I8S0-81. 

*5. Mode of aaeeaemenls. —'I’he modeof assessment is described in paragraphs 
6 to 9 of the Report. 'Fhe total number of assessors employed during the year 
was 82, and their average length of service a little under nine months. Out of 
249,412 villages shown in the last census, the assessors visited 87,019, or an 
average of 1,061 each. The total number of assessees was 1,05,611. It is said 
that in many of the districts the greater portion of the villages not visited con¬ 
tained BO assessees; but it nevertheless appears to the Lieutenant-Governor quite 
possible that neither the number of persons liable to the tax, nor the real 
assessable income of these persons, have been exhaustively registered. It is 
hoped that the instructions now issued by the Board will help to elucidate 
this point; but in the meantime Sir Steuart Bayloy would hesitate to endorse, 
in regard to the coming year, the conclusions^rawn by the Board from the 
very instructive table given in paragraph 41 TJr their report. The natural 
inference to be drawn from the progressive decrease of productiveness in 
successive ^ears of the existence of previous income-tax Acts is tKat the 
assessing establishment grew careless and supervision was not kept up to the 
mark. It Is to bo hoped that better results will attend the efforts made 
by the Board on this occasion to introduce a fairly paid and efficient 
assessing staff, and to subject their work to a careful supervision. Of 
course there are in every district a great number of villages which to visit 
would be waste of time; but district officers cannot give a too careful atten¬ 
tion to the judicious direction of the movements of assessors, and to the 
prevention of needless omission of villages in their tours. After allowance 
made for local peculiarities in regard to size of villages, the figures appear 
to show that; in some districts daring the past year the local enquiries wore 
unduly restricted. Champarun shows only 784 villages visited out of 7,766, 
Mymensingh 1,598 out of 12,619, Midnapore 1,936 out of 13,875, Pooree 727 
(mt of 5,166, Manbhoom 770 out of 6,147, and Shahabad 839 out of 5,641. 
And it is noteworthy that these districts show a proportion of assessees to 
population which is smaller than the averse. Thus, Shahabad and Chumparun 
nave 1 in 1,697 and 1 in 1,291 respectively, against a divisional average of 
1 in 1,012; Puoree has 1 in 1,712 against 1 in 1,466; Manbhoom 1 in 1,263*^ 
amiast 1 in 1,129; Mid^pore 1 in 999 against I in 040; and Mymensing 1 in 
857 against 1 in 816. These differences will no doubt receive the attention of 
the Board, it may be observed that the Dacca return, which shows every one 
of the 6,422 villages in the district as visited, must be incorrect. 

6. Incidenoe of the tax. —The average incidence of the tax to the whole 
population of the ^Province, as given in the last census, was Re. 1 to every 19 
persons. This high figure is chiefly due to the inclusion of Calcutta, where 
the incidence of the • tax was as much as Rs. 2| to every person. Without 
Calcutta, the average incidence for the Province was Re. 1 to every 39 persons, 
as against 64 under the late License>tax Act. The proportion between the 
number of assessees and the total population was I to 677. In 1878-79, when 
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the minimum income taxable was Rs. 100, thia proportirm wm 1 to 71; in 
1879*H0, when the minimum income taxable was n^ed to it was 1 to 

4R0; in 18^0•Sl,*the fii^ year of the late License-tax Act, it was 1 to 921. 
According to this ratio as calculated for each division, Orissa and Chota 
Nagporo appear, as was generally the case in the dajrs of the license-tax, at the 
bottom of the list, and, Calcutta being omitted from consideration, Rajdbahye. 
appears at the top. Orissa, owing perhaps to its large agricultural populatioa, 
has nearly always hied the lowest place, though in 187S-70 Patna and Ohij^> 
gong (which has now risen high in the scale) were both lower than Orissa. In 
that yea^ the Government of Bengal had occasion to notice the great divenity 
of assess^nt which was shown by Ihis table of proportion to have occurred in 
difleront districts; but the lieutenant-Govemor is pleased, in the case of the . 
present dncome-tax, to observe, as a rale, a commendable equalily in the retuins 
for each district. This difference between tlie first year of the license-tax 
of 187M-79 and the dmt year of the present tax can of course bo explained 4o 
some extent by the difference in the minimum income liable to taxation;' but • 
the Lieutenant-Govemor is di^osed to attribute it in part to the uniformity of 
system introduced by Mr- Grimley, and to the care and attention given by 
Oollectorl to the instructions issued to them, and he is glad, on the latter point, 
to be able to endorse the favourable testimony borde by Mr. Grimley, in his 
Resolution dated 13th April 18>7, to the willing and intelligent assislatice 
accorded him by District Odioers. 

7 Coercive meaeures. —Extreme coercive measures were very seldom 
resorted to. The percentage of sales after distress to the total number of final 
assessments was *8 only. In every 100 assessments, warrants were issued in 
12 cases, and property was distrained in 6‘3; but if Calcutta be excluded, 
where the issue of distress warrants was disproportionately large, these figures 
are reduced to 9 5 and 5*1 respectively. It appears that the number of sales 
was largest in the district of Rungpore (186', and next came Dinagepore with 
106. Where, as in the cose of liungpore, there is also a large unrealized 
balance, the Board rightly infer that too great severity has boon exercised in 
assessment. The districts ofMozufferpore end Singbhoom are open to the same 
criticism. liungpore ^d AiMbfferpcro are both in the first division into which 
the districts were classified for purposes of assessment, amd they therefore 
had three assessors at work. When this is the case, there are oppoi^uuities for 
t^omparison of which the Collector of the district should not lose advantage. 
The statistics of objectipns show that the assessments in both these districts 
were unduly hiah. Rungpore shows 850 objections, of which 135 resulted in 
reduction and 260 in total remission. Mozufferpore shows 1,728 objections with 
.347 redactions and 672 total remissions. More than one-tenth of tiie total 
remissions in tlie Province was granted in this district alone. In these 
circumstances it especially behoved the Collectors to guard against the harsh 
employment of coercive process, and it is unsatisfactory that bolb districts 
show a larger number of warrants issued than any other district except Calcutta, 
and at the same time a considerably larger balance outstanding., 

in Calcutta, there were no sales in execution of warrants of distress, but 
the issue of process was resorted to with great freedom. A percentage of 21 
on the total number of persons finally assessed » abnormally high, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor cannot think that sufficient cii^umspectiou was exercised 
in granting issue of warrants, in fact, this has been evidenced in the case oi 
Mr. Daniell, in which the orders the Lieutenant-Govemor were separately 
conveyed to the Colleotor; and the comparatively enormous ^Cfosts incurred on 
account of additional establishment entertained in serving diatcess warrants, Ac., 
is a further ihdioation of tlie same feet. 

8. Expvndibure. —The percentdge of total expenditure to oollectionB in 
Calcutta is, however, very sraallr— only 2*6 —and the Lietttenant-Go'vnEffnor is 
glad to find that the Board have recently expressed an opinion that the adminis¬ 
tration of die tax in Calcutta has been on tne whole successful. In respects 
other than the issue of process, be is inclined to concur in the Board’s view. 

The expenditure -throughout the Province was of course heavy in the first 
year of the new tax, estabbshments beingneoessarily Iwge. in the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s opinion it was a wise policy to expend money in getting the assess- 
ments made as fairly and completely as possible in the ^st instance. Turning 
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agaliu lio^erer, to tHe figicres of 187So79, the oompadton is certainly faTourable, 
as liill be seen from the ioUowiag table :<--

As a very lar^ majority of the assessors had completed their term of service 
before the end of June, and as the appointments were in no case for a longer 
period than 12 months, there is erej^ reason to beheve that the percentage^ 
will be considerably lower next year. This is the natural sequence o^ events 
in the second year of a tax. In 1879-80 the expenditure fell to 1^47,785 
and the percentage to 7‘h. 

• 9.* Paragraphs 38-40 and 45-50 of the Board’s report, and the connected 
statements, give details in regard to the levy of the tax under the different 
parts of the Act and in the different districts, of the Provinc|. The only fibres 
’ that call for notice are those regarding employes of companies, local au&eritios, 

f ssbciations and private individuals and empfoyds nf Government, respectively, 
n the former class 12,294 persons paid Bs. 4>o8,687. In the latter 7,310 
persoius paid Bs. 4,21,379. 

10. Clasnfication o/tHco«nss.>—Statement XIY, showing the omoimt collected 
from different classes of peo{)le under different classes of income, is an interesting 
table. The largest contribution, Rs. 0,03,898, was from class I (incomes between 
500 and Bsd>750l. The next highest, Bs. 4,98,512, was from class VI 11 
(incomes’between Rs. 2,500 and Bs. 5,000), which was followed closely by. 
class XV (incomes of Rs. 1,00,000 and over), with Bs. 4,87,433. The largest 
amount of tax, adbording to the prescribed classification of assessees, was paid by 
money-lenders and changers, and, as was to be expected, the contributions 
generaUy were largest from the boramereial and mercantile communities, and 
after these by the professional (including official) classes. During the year a pro¬ 
posal was made by the Commissioner of Income-tax to make use of the services of 
assessors of income-tax in future census operations, by assimilating the income- 
tax classification to that adopted in the census tables. The suggestion was not 
supported by the Lieutenant-Governor, as it was^'S^prebended that the measure 
would be liable to misconstruction by the less educated; but it may perhaps 
be possible jio draw without prejudice a rough comparison between the figures 
for the mercantile and professional classes, as gathered from the existing 
systems of classification. The total of order Vl in class III (commercial clas^ 
of table XII of the census tables {statement showing the occupations of the 
male population by locality) Hves a total commercial population for the 
whole Province of 608,072. To obtain roughly the total corresponding 
number of commercial assessees, the total of items 50, 51,* "52, 53, and 64 
to 73 may be added together; the result being 44,574. Similarly the total of 
items 1, 4, 7 to 11, 36 to 49, and 63a may be roughly compared with the total 
of class 1 (professional class) in the same census table This gives 33,630 
professional assessees to a total professional population of 572,967. It would 
thus appear that 1 in every 13 or 14 of the commercial community, and 1 in 
every 17 of the professional classes, has been assessed to income-tax, as against 
Wn every 677 of the whole population. 

H. MUedlaneoua .—Embezzlements of money paid as income-tax was only 
reported from one district. * It is hoped that the prohibition, issued by the 
Income-^ Department against cash transactions, will entirely check misappro¬ 
priation in future. The (mestion of the extension of the money-order system to 
income-tax payments has been referred to the Postmaster-General, Bengal, whose 
reply is still awaited. 

12.^ jPopular The Board have expressed no opinion on tho state 

of poptdar feeling in regard to the tax, Iwt have contented themselves with 
suppfying extracts from the reports of Ciommissioners. The burden of these 
is thattax is extremely unpopular with those who have to pay it, mid a 
matter of indifference with those who have not. The Commissioner of Patna 
remarks: ** £ believe the dislike to the tax is simply dislike to pay money. X 
do not think there is anything approaching to intelligent criticism of the tax 
anywliere, exo^t amoD^tts who collect it. This is no doubt a true description

80 on a de<dared income of Rs. 200 becsiMise he was 
originally ass^od at Bs. 40. They show in this way that they 4o not even 
pretend to believe what they tell the hakims.” That the tail is unpopjidar 
with fhe more intelligent classes, who were exempted from the pfewous 
license'tax is undoubted ; but this is not the place to discuss the propriety 
of the measure under which they have been taxed. Amone the people 
generalfy there is no apparent ground fbr believing that unppulanty 
of the J^oome-tax Act is greater than that of the License-tax Acts, jriTO fibre’ 
introduced. The proportion of objections preferred was not oo la^t^, ahbou^, 
as has been already remarked, there was a wider door <men to omectjofi^ aud 
although in the rurabdistricts the desire among the less eduoat^ to> pove 
artificially small incomes must frequently have been strong enou^ to ove^ome’ 
their imperfect understanding of the law. The unppularity of a direct fax' 
may be greatly enhanced by injudicious administration; but'the laeutenant- 
Qovemor is glad to bo able to record his belief that, in the present year the 
dislike to the tax has not. been seriously aggravated by errors m its werking. 

18. The thanks of Government are due to the Hoard and to the Income^ 
tax Commissioner, Mr. Grimloy, for the efficient administration of this 
department during the year. The names of the officers, specially inent^pned bv 
the Board as having done good service, in the operations under the Act, wiB 
be noted in the Appointment Department. •

The remarks of the Bengal Government on the length of the Sanitary 
Coxximissioner’s report for 1884 had the desired effect of reducing to some 
extent the size of the v<dumo for 1885. The Government of India, m review¬ 
ing the Report and Resolution fosg the latter year, called particular atteuttoo 
to fact, and remarked that the report appeared to be'capable of still far¬ 
ther abridgment, and that the statistics of the provint^ of Bengal, in their 
present state of imperfection, hardly called for such exhaurtive eritimsm as 
they had received at the hands of Dr. Lidderdale. Notwithstanding the fact 
that Dr. Lidderdale’s attention was specially directed to these remark^ the 
Lieutenant-Goveinor regrets to observe that the report for 1886 contain*^ 163 
pages, being indeed very little shorter than the report for 1884, the mondinate 
lei^th ” of whidb was condenmed by the Govenunent India. Sixty-eig^t 
es of the report are devoted to the personal proceedings of the SanitoiY

The death-rate in rural circles was 21*79 per 1,0Q0, and in urban circles 
27*29. The figures from 1881 to 1886 tend to show that urban circles are more 
unhealthy than the rural areas, and that better registration in the former 
cannot mone accoimt for the widely divergent ratios. With reference to 
Dr. lidderdale’s remarks regarding the mortality among European seamen and 
the native floating population, the insanitary condition of the river and its 
causes have been noticed in paragraph 7 of the Resolution on the Report of tho 
Health Officer for 1886, ana the pepessary orders have been passed. The 
•pinion of the majority of local officers is that the year 1886 has .been 
he^tbier than the preceding year. This opinion is endorsed by the 
Sanitary Commissioner, who attributes it principally to a decrease of cholera 
and sm^-pox, and a r^uction in the price of food.grains owing to a good« 
harvest. * 

5. CAol^ra.—>The recorded deaths from cholera were 118,368, or a ratio of 1 *78 
per thousand, against 173,767, or a ratio of 2*62 in 1885. The disease attacked 
21,567 viUages, or 9*33 per cent of the total n iim,h er of villages in tho Province, 
against 29,239, or 12*61 per cent in 1885. In pai^aph 35 a rable is given 
blowing th^ meteorological peculiarities which obtained during different periods 
p{ cholera outbreak in certain ttacts, but the Sanitary Commissioner exprMses 
im oifinioa thet this method of enqui^ is not likely to throw much ligM upon 
the eanses of disease. Meanwhile, as he remar^, the conditions which 
foster the disease are well known, and' what the Sanitary DejNUHbment require 
is more newer and more money to remove them. In oonnectioii 
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he has giren interesting details regi^rding the eutbrayk ited'j^tferaleno^ 
of cholera in different dutriets, and some of the iuftanCes' hy him 
diow conclusively that even the educated^ portion of the have 

not yet universally realised the necessity for^ j^ntral sanitation) and 
especially for a pure .water>snpply. The Oommisaioners of Baraset, when 
ackised to set aside c^ain tanlu for drinking water, urged that bathing was 
as necessary as drinking. The Commissioners of Baduria declined to interfere 
with the “ time*honoured custom ” by which MahomedanS bury th^r 
dead within their homesteads. Sir Steuart Bnyley was under the impression 
that this custom had been to a great extent given up, but is surprised to 
hear of i^ continuance even in municipalities. The . remarks of the unitary 
Commisaioncr on this head will be communicated to, and considered in, the 
Municipal Department. In other instances the outbreak of cholera is clearly 
traced to the use of impure water for drinking or culinary purposes.* The 
details given in one or two cases show that the water used was unfit to bo 
drunk even by cattle. Wherever there was a severe outbreak of the disease, 
all or almost all the usual insanitary conditions were found to exist, namely, • 
filth, foul air, impure water,ill-ounstructed or ill*ventilated homesteads, and. 
imwholesome or insuflScient diet. 

6. SmaU-pox. —^1'he recorded number of the deaths from small-pox, vdiich 
had decreased from 18,533 in 1884 to 9,S63 in 1885; showed a still further, fall 
to 4,049. This is the smallest number yet recorded, the mean average 
of the decade 1876*86 being 16,317. It was, moreover, reported by sevem 
medical officers that many of the cases returned as small-pox were really cMes 
of measles, eruptive fevers, or pulmonary complaints. The great itnmunity 
from the disease enjoyed during the year under report is' doubtless due to the 
extension of vaccination during recent years. Fifty-five per cent, of the total 
mortality occurred in the seven districts of the Patna Division, to only two 
of which has vaccination yet been extended; '81 per cent, of this mortality 
occurred in the district of (Jhumparun alone. Statistics have for several years 
shown that 75 per cent, of the mortality from this disease occurs among infants 
and children. 

7. Fever .—The rocordec^^ortality from fevers was 1,057,296, or a ratio 

of 16‘97 per thousand of the population under registration, against 1,012,142, 
or a ratio of 16'75 in 1885. The mean death-rate of the* decade 1876-85 was 
12*27, It is noticeable that during the previous decade the urban population 
suffered from fever considerably more than the rural; but during the year 
under report the ratio of mortality was only 12*29 in urban circles, while it 
was 16*11 per 1,000 in rural circles. The death-rate exceeded 20 per thousand 
in ten districts, the worst districts being Julpigoree (31*01), Shahabad (29*20), 
Pubna (27*68), and Kungpur (27*12). Burdwan and Beorbhoom do not figure 
among these districts, but Nuddea stands ninth on the list. T’he district 
reports repeat the same melancholy story of weakness, anaemia, enlarged 
spleen and liver, debilitated constitutions, pulmonary and enteric complica¬ 
tions, and other sequelae; and among the causes assigned are dense jungle, 
imperfect drainage, rank vegetation, bad water-supply, silting up of bils and 
tanks, water-logged soil, burial of dead within homesteads, vicissitudes of 
temperature, general imcleanliness, insufficient clothing, poor food, damp and 
improperly-constructed houses. In Elhulna an extremely virulent type of fevet 
occurred. Assistamt Surgeon Umesh Chunder Gbofee, Deputy Superinten¬ 
dent of Vaccination, found that 79 per cent, of the children examined by 
him in the Satkhira thana had enlal^ement of the spleen ; ij\ several villages 
in thana Magoora the disease was present in every house; and in thana 
Kalarooa, which suffered much, the water of the river Betna was found to be 
so bad as to kill the fish in it. The District Magistrate will be asked to 
inquire further during the ensuing cold weather into the causes of tins 
outbreak. ‘ ' 

8. MortaKtyfrem other camea. —The mortality from “ bovrel-complaibts,” , 
injury,” and “ other causes ” during the year amounted to 55,693, 29,081, 

and 190,818 respectively. The corresponding figures for 1885 63,808, 

28,956, and 186,209. In connection with the frrst of the above heads, it is a 
notewo^y fact that hill diarrhoea “now occurs m Darjeeling with seasonal 
regulsrity during the early months of the rainy reason, when not a houre' 
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hold escapes it, although in former years it was one of the advantages claimed 
for Darjeeling as a sanitarium that it was free &om this |dague of other hUl 
atations.” T^e causes- of the disease are probably increase of population and 
overcrowding.’^ 

9. Vaeeination operation.-—The particulars given in the report regarding 
vaccination are for the official year 1886-87. As regards this portion of the 
report, which covers 30 pages, Sir Steu^ Bayley would remark that the 
minute details given no doubt find a fitting place in reports submitted by 
subordinates to tlfo head of a department; but they are qmte inappropriate in 
a report submitted to Government by the head of a department. Such a 
report should summarize the results of the year’s administration, and deal with 
niatters of importance and salient features in such a way that tHey can be 
readily seen and reviewed by Government. Extremely minute details are 
given regarding the sources and character of the lymph employed during the 
year, the production and employment of bovine lymph, operations performed, 
local OpinW on the value of bovine lymph, «S;o.; whue several paragraphs are 
♦alran up with a full account of the results of certain experiments. These would 
be appropriate in a special report submitted with a view to some special action 
being taken, op to some change in a policy hitherto followed; but they are 
unnecessary in an annual administration report.

Every circle contributed to the increase except Calcutta, where there was 
a diminution of 1,802 operations, said to be chiefly due to the smaller number 
of unprotected children. A proposal came up during the year for the employ¬ 
ment of women in the Vaccination Department. The Sanitary Commissioner 
was not in favour of the proposal on the grounds that vaccination is freely ac¬ 
cepted from the present agency, and that no difficulties in this respect arise from 
the zenana system; whereas operations may be retarded and complicated by the 
^introduction of a new element, difficult to control and not easily moved about. 
Sir Steuart Bayley did not tiunk it necessary to take any further action on trie 
proposal, Ihough he is by no means sure that Dr. tidderdale’s oldections 
are conclusiye. ^ As. regards the work perfomed by the licensed and Govern¬ 
ment agencies, it is only natural that the former should have actually accom^w 
plished more, as the number of licensed operators is 1,811, while there are 
only 285 Government operators; but the total number of vaccinations 
performed by each class shows that each Government vaccinator performed 
on tffi average 1,443 operations, while the number performed by each licensed 
vadtinator was only 613. 

The total expenditure on vaccination during the year amounted to 
Rs. 1,64,084-5-8, of which Rs. 67,980*7*8 was the cost of maintaining 
the Govomment agency, and Rs. 74,093-10-6 the cost of supervising the 
licensed agmioy, while Rs, 12,010 3-6 was paid by municipalities. The 
Kcamed vaccination svstem was considerably extended duAnsr the vear. 
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Revised rules were aanctionedy and it is hoped that th^ may pat a otim to 
some of the irregularities and abuses which have been bron^t to notice, it is 
gratifying to observe that the opposifion to vaednation is gradually giving 
way oefore the p^severance and TOrsistenoy of the Yaceftration Depart¬ 
ment; in some distriets it is willingly acceded, and in outers eagerly 
sought for. 

10. The Compuleorff VaednaUm AcU .—The CompulBoiy Vaccination Act 
V (B.O.) of 1880 is now in force in 114 towns, four cantonments aJad nine niral 
areas, having been extended to ten towns during the year under report and to 
19 others on the 1st April last. 'J he amending Act II (B.C ) of 1887 was passed 
just alter the close of the year. It would appear from the Sanilary Oommis- 
sioner’s r%>ort that the extension of the Act has done no good in many cases, 
the requirements of the law not having been carried out. The attention of the 
Magisuatds concerned will be drawn to paragraph 155 of Dr. Lidderdale’s r^popjt. 

Act IV (B.C.) of 1865, prohibiting inoculation, is now in force everyjrhere 
with the exception of seven districts and certain thanas of three olher disi&cts. 

11. Village Sanitation .—In a memorandum, dated the 25th Felnruary 
1887, redewing the Bengal Sanitary Report for 1885, the Army Sanitary 
Commission pro|)Osed a scheme of organised sanitary reform wUeh, if carried 
out on the scale which they appear to contemplate, would ohdoubtedly lead 
to a marked improvement in the health of the people of Bengal. After 
eonuuenting on the highly unwholesome conditions prevailing in most dT^tbe 
villages inspected by the Sanitary Commissioner and liis assistants, and 
noticing the vast numerical preponderance of dwellers in villages/>ver dwellers 

* in towns, the Commission repeat the opinion expressed by them in former years 
that “ the most important sanitary problems in Bengal are those connected 
with the population of villages.” Owing to “ the apathy or indifPerenco 
displayed by the people to the simplest elements of sanitation ” and their “ long- 
continued fiOithy habits,” the Commission regard these problems as hopeless 
“ unless some more effectual method be adopted for overcoming apathy and 
substituting active and efficient work for it.” The method advocated m the 
memorandum is of a simple and searching character. It consiste in calling 
in the aid of an experienced Sanitary Engineering Department to apply its 
principles and experience to eMs' case as it arises,” Where the soil of a village 
has become polluted by persistent neglect of sanitary ^ precautions, “ the 
alternative at once suggests itself of sdecting new sites for such^ villages, 
placing the sites in good sanitary state, laying down an authoritative code of 
village sanitary law, with means of execution and inspeption, and then 
removing the village by degrees. The vacated sites would have some value 
as manured land.” The duty of carrying out these extensive reforms, and of 
seeing that the people, when settled in thoir new homes,,do not revert to their 
former habits of life, would, it is understood, be entrusted to the Sanitary 
Engineering Department which the Commission proposes to constitute. 

12. There can he little doubt that the infernal arrangements of menst 
villages in Bengal go far to bear out the strictures of t!^ Army Sanitary 
Commission. Out of 5,206 villages inspected in 1885, the period dealt witn 
in the memorandum, nearly all were conspicuous for sanitary defects, anaply 
sufficient, if regarded solely from the scientific point of view, to justify the 
introduction of the sweeping reforms suggested by the Commission. A consi-s 
derable amelioration of the public health would probably result from the 
adoption of these measures, which embody the latest ideas of hygienic experts, 
and appear, were they only praotiof^lc, admiralty adapted to attain the ends 
for which they are designed. The history of ' the Mohommedvn dynasties no 
doubt furnishes us with instanoea (notalwayssucuessfullof the entire population 
of large cities being forcibly removed to new sites; hut neiflier the legal 
powers nor the financial resources at the disposal of the lieutenanti-Govemor 
are such as to enable him to hold out any prospect of being able to adopt 
the measures which have the advocacy of the Army Sanittuy Commission. 
Projects of material improvement necessarily involve some consideration of 

^ ways and means; ana in this case it may be feared that even if the wishes of 

' the people concerned could be entirely disregarded, still the value which (as 
the Comniissicn point out) the abandoned village sites would possess ‘‘ as 
manured laud ” would hardly suffice to meet the cost of demolishing the eyistmg 
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• hottset, acquiring new rites, and in fact removing and rebnildU^ tibe greater 
number of the villages in Bengal. Fmr the present, then, tUr Steoart B^ley 
r^^ts that he cannot see his way to giving effect to the views of the Com- 
niMSHm, and meanwhile we must m content -^th the humbler taric of doing 
all that our resources wiU allow to improve existing conditions. 

- 13. Hxpendiiure on Sanitalion. —^With reference to the concluding remark 

of the preceding paragraph, it is not satisfactory to observe tlmt, though 
there was an inOrease of municipal income, the amount expended on sanitation 
by municipalities watf somewhat curtailed. The Sanitary Commissioner com¬ 
plains that nothing is done towards the removal of grave sanitary defects, while 
plenty of money is forthcoming for lighting, watering roads, and education. 
Dr. ladderdale cites some instances in which either nothing was s^nt on 
sanitation proper, or in which the amounts allotted were clearly inadeqnate; 
l>ut,^i]> Steuart Bayley is unable to agree that education can propa^ be 
described as a secondary requirement. Again, the Inspector-General of rolice 
annually complains of the inadequate sums spent on lighting; and no doubt 
' good'lighting goes a long way towards puttang a stop to the commission of 
theft and house-breaking at night. Although, however, the Lieutenant- 

• Governor is unable fully to accept Dr. Lidderdale’s views on these points, he is 
sathried that, in some municipalities, the allotments made for sanitation are 
small in comparison with the amounts devoted to other objects. 

• 1C* Sanitary works. —In the town of Darjeeling the water-works scheme 
was extended, while a scheme for supplying Jamalpore was brought into opera¬ 
tion during ^e year. The Bhagulpore scheme is not yet complete. A scheme for 
supplying Puri with good drinking-water is now under the consideration of 
Government. The question of a filtered water-supply for Howrah is not being 
pushed forward with that energy and determination which so important a matter 
calls for. The orders passed by Government in 1883 and 1885 distinctly stated 
that the condition on which Government undertook, under section 7 of Act IV 
(B.O.) of lb84, to relieve the municipality of two-thirds of its police charges, 
was that a satisfactory scheme for the supply of filtered water to the town 
would be adopted within a reasonable time. The Lieutenant-Governor has 
already had occasion to intimate that, if the scheme be not pushed forward 
in earnest, he may have to reconsider this etsgAgoment. The question of 
drainage is beginning to attract more ^ attention, and during the year some 
satisfactory progress was made in this direction. 

16. legislation. — Act VI (B.O.) of 1886 was passed during the year under 
report. It provides for the voluntary registrati' <n of births, deaths, and marriages 
among persons to -vAiom the provisions of the Indian Succession Act, the Indian 
Christian Marriage Act, and me Parsee Marriage and Divorce Act apply. It has 
been decided in the General ( Ecclesiastical) Department of this Government that 
the Inspector-General of Registration is to be appointed Registrar-General under 
this Act, and that his department must be largely used in working its provisions. 
He has accordingly been asked to submit detailed proposals for submission to the 
Government of India. The Bill to amend the Vaccination Act was passed 
as Act II NB.C.)of 1887 after the close of the year. '1 his Act gives larger 
powers of vaccination and inspection, and its working should be briefiy 
notioed in the report for the present year. Act III (B.C.) of 1886 (known as 
the Ghee Act) was passed during the year. It is now under the consideration 
of Government whether any further legislation is required regarding the 
adulteration of ghee. The Local 8eif-(3k>verttnent Act Hi (B.C.) of 1885 was 
introduced during the year into kll the districts in the province, except the 
Chota Nagpore Division, and the districts of Darjeeling, the Sonthal Per- 
gunnahs, and the Chittagong Bill Tracts. It will be considered^ in the 
Municipal Department whether sections 87 to 91, relating to sanitation, and 
sections 92 to 96,. relating to vaccination, should be introduced into these 
distriste:

SUMMABY OF THE RAIKFA.LL AND METBOROIiOeiCAI^ OBSERVATIONS 

TAKEN ^ BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSEBVATIONS 

TAKBN in ASSAM, FOB THE WEEK ENDING FBIOAT, THE 28th OF 

OOTOBEB 1887. 

# ' 

At fhe oloie of the previons week the meteorologicutl oonditioiie were deoidedlv those 
which ^usually usher in the north«esst monsoon or the raid weather season in Bengal. 
Windl were, however, Tather light and irregular in direction, though cloud proportion and 
hnmimty were low, and temperature was distinctly ialling. On the 22nd winds became 
decidedly more northerly than they had been, and except at the western stations in Behaiy 
where winds were westerly, light northerly and north>easteriy winds prevailed ov# the whole 
province. The westerly element in the wind directions strengthened on the 28rd, and 
. tem^ature began to fall rather rapidly, so that the mean temperature of this day, as shewn 
imthe repbrt of the 24th, was at some of the western stations 4* and 5** below the normal. 
On th{ 24th, also,- winds became somewhat southerly at some of the central stations in the 
province, but on the 25th the southerly winds had almost disappeared, and for the remainder 
of the week winds were northerly over the whole province. A farther rather rapid fall 
of temperature took place later on, and in the observations reported on Thursday, the 27th, 

. the mean temperature of the previous day was shown to be no less than 9*8° in defect of 
the normal at Berhampore and 8*8° below it at Baneegunge. The defect exceeded 7° at 
Bampore Banleah; at Bnrdwan, Dinagepore and Dbubri the defects exceeded 6**, and at 
Fnrreedpore and Rungpore they exceeded 5°. At the same time also humidity became 
decidedly low, and at 10 a.m. of the 25tb, at Ranchi, the saturation of the air with moisture 
was only 28 per cent, and at Haz'aribagh only 24 per cent, of the possible' amount. The 
sky also became practically cloudless over the greater part of the province, except on the 
26th, when it clouded over locally in parts of South-West and North Bengal, and a 
few Iboal showera were reported on this day from the Burdwan, Bankoora, Beerbhoom, 
Mo^rshedabad, Rajshahye, Dinagepore and Rungpore districts. With the exception of these 
liglA local showers, the whole province has been practically rainless throughout the week. 
The principal features during the week have therefore been the gradual establishment 
of the north-east monsoon conditions over the greater part of Bengal, accompanied by 
the continuance of comparatively high pressure, and with s decidedly rapid 
redaction of temperature; skies have also cleared, humidity has decreased, and rainfall 
has been almost entirely absent. But while these conditions have gradually become estab- 
liabed in Bengal, in the .south of the Bay the south-west monsoon has still continued to 
blow ; rather heavy rain has been received along the M adraa coast, and strong winds and 
rather squally weather have generally prevailed, audFMRe close of the week it was evident 
that a decided barometric depression or feeble cyclonic storm was forming in the south-weat 
of the Bay. 

ffiSMre .—The pressure variatious which have occurred during the present week have 
only been such sm usnally qgcur during fine settled weather, and they have been of slight 
oscillatory choraoteiiiouly. The tendency of the oscillations has, however, been distinctly 
towards iTOreased pressure, as is normal at this season; and the excess pressure which has been 
a marked feature in the meteorology of the last two weeks has been maintained. Taking into 
consideration only those stations from which observations have been received for a number of 
years, the mean pressure of the wbole of Bengal for the week has been 0'065 inch in excess 
of the normal. This excess pressure has been fairly evenly distributed, though iu North 
Behar at Pnrneah the excess has been only 0*043 inch. In Assam the excess pressure has 
varied between 0*03 inch and 0 04 inch. 


Temperature .—In the previous portion of this summary, it haa been noticed that 
temperature fell rapidly daring a part of the week, and thus Ue mean temperature for this 
period' has been very decidedly below the normal. For the wbole province the mean tempera- 
tare for the week has been 1*7° below the normal. The defects have generally been largest 
^ South-Weit Bengal, North Behar and South Bebar, where they vary from 2° upwards. 
I'he reduction^ in the temperature has apparently taken place moat rapidly in the 
night or minimum temperature, for while at many stations the mean maximum 
or day temperatures have been nearly equal to the norma], the night temperatures have been 
much more largely in defect. This is shown in the following table, where the mean 
maximam and minimum temperatures for the week at nine typical stations in different 
districts of the province are spveii, compared with the normal for the period; and thus while 
the mean day temperatnn of these nine stations has been loss than half a degree below the 
normal only, the defect in the night temperatures has averaged more than two and a half 
d^rees, aud at stidi stations as Calcutta, Burdwan and Furneafa the defects have averaged 
neariy font degrees.

Aatti/k//.—The rainfall of the week has been of ao slight a character that it has been 
almost practically absent from the province. As stated previonsljr, light falls have occurred 
in a few districts in South-W est and Morvh Bengal, bqt the only districts in which the average 
falls have exceeded a tenth of an inch have been Bankoora (0*18 inhh), Moorshedabad 
(0*17 inch), Bangpore (0*10 inch), Darjeeling (0 30 inch}, and Ohyebassa (0*13 inch).

RESOLUTION. 

Bead— 

The General Administration Report of the Orissa Division for the year 1886-87. 

The Commissioner Mr. C. T. Metcalfe, c.s.i., who submits tho report 
* for the year 1886*87, has been in charge of the Division since the end of 1884, 
but the changes among the district officers were unusually numerous iu the 
year, in Cuttack five and in Pooree three ohanges of Collectors having 
occurred. Mr. B. Porch, Collector of Pooree, died early in the year. 

2. Annual Metcalfe was absent from head-quarters for 130 

days, a large number of which were spent in the Tributary States and ^ihe 
Khondmals. In Cuttack the tbur of the District Officer fell short of the pre¬ 
scribed period by eight days, and this is excused by the frequent ohanges 
in tho office of Collector. In Balasore also there was a deficiency of 15 
aays, for which Mr. Grant, who showed a decided want of activity, spending 
only 48 days in the interior during the ten months of his charge, must be 
held responsible. In Pooree Mr. Porch and Mr. Savage were in camp for 
122 days. All the Sub-divisional Officers, except the Sub-divisional Officer of 
Jaipur, whose deficiency was due to illness, were on tout for 120 days or 
more. Mr. Davidson’s tour iu Bhuddruck was apparently particularly com¬ 
plete and well-planned. 
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3. Weather and crape. —^Daring the year under report the rainfall was 
raore copious and the outturn, of orops larger in all three distriots of the 
Division than in the preceding year. In. Outtaoh the outtdrn of the 
rice crop is said to have been larger than in any season daring the last eight 
or ten years, but the radi crops were damaged by untimeJy rain ; in Pooree 
fair average crops are reported, and in Balasore the crops are said to have 
been vhry good. Estimates of the crops in annas are given for sub-divisions 
in the report, but the, system of computation presoribefl in the orders of 
the Government of India of 1885 does not appear to have •been followed, and 
the attention of the Commissioner and of District OfOLoers of this Division is 
drawn to^hose orders. 

4. Fubiio health. —There was a slight increase in the mortality reported 
in Bala^re and Pooree, but a decrease in Cuttack; in the lastnamed distriet 
there was a marked decrease in the number of deaths from cholera. Irx Pooree 
public health was fair, and the increase in registered deaths is attributed 
to improved registration. In Balasore the prevalence of fever in the BhuddSruok 
sub-division, and an outbreak of cholera at Chandbally, account for the 
higlier death-rate. The importance of taking steps towards improvement in 
sanitation at Chandbally ’and at Bhuddruok and Dhararasala •and along the 
Grand Trunk Road is urged by the Commissioner, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor will be glad to receive definite proposals on the subject. The town 
of Pooree, in the sanitary conditions of which, to quote Mr. Metcalfe, the 
whole of Hindustan is interested, is at present particularly unhealthy both to 
natives and Europeans, and the first necessary step towards improvement 
appears to be to obtain for the town a better supply of pure water. 

Vaccinatiou operations were carried on extensively and with fair success 
in Cuttack, but in Pooree half of the small number of vaccinations wore 
unsuccessful, in Balasore vaccination was confined to the municipality. 

6. Material condition of the people. —On-this subject Mr. Metcalfe writes 
as follows :— 

The material condition of the people was generally good throughout the Division, 
rtxoept a small portion of the districts of Outtaok and Balasore, which had been swept over 
by the sea-wave of September 1885. JThe calamity that befell the people who live on the 
sea coast was so groat, and the damagd suffered by tnem so serious, that it would be 
impossible to expect them to recover fully from the effect of it within the oourso of a year 
but I may notice that the prompt measures taken to replace what they had lost were so 
well-]>lanned and effective that the people have nearly got over all their diffioulties and are 
now recovering their former condition rapidly.” 

The price of common rice was lower than in the preceding year, averao- 
ing 17 seers, 20 seers, and 24 seers per rupee, respectively, in the head¬ 
quarter stations of Outtaok, Pooree, and Balasore. The rate of wages remained 
stationary, except in Balasore, where the wages of skilled carpenters, black¬ 
smiths, and tailors appear to have fallen.* 

6. Manufaoturest Trader and Commerce. —Under the head of manu¬ 
factures there is nothing worthy of note except the salt industry, and this the 
returns show to'beina declining state, the total quantity of locally manu¬ 
factured salt sold on which duty was paid falling from 4,77,094 maunds to 
2,35,657 maunds. This decrease, is due to more strict supervision of the 
local manufacture on the transfer of the Salt Department to the ‘ 
management of the Madras authorities; the improvements introduced 
affected the prospects of making illicit profit at the expense of the Govern¬ 
ment revenue, and many of tlM manufacturers* accordingly resio^ned their 
licenses. The Commissioner thinks that there is no rSasoa why the manu¬ 
facture should not revive on a sounder footing, but in the meantime a great 
impetus has been given to import of salt from Qaijam ana Idverpool. 
lu Balasore the imports of Liverpool salt during the year amounted to 
1,43,397 maunds, or three timfes the quantity imported in the preceding year. 

The aggregate value of the trade of the Orissa ports fell from Rs. l,80,20,3*llr' 
in 1885-86 to Rs. 1,52,50,814 in the year under review, or by 15*36 per cent. 
In the years 1883-85, there was an uiiusual advance caussd by exceptional 
circumstances in sea-borne trade at ail the ports, and although this has not 
been maintained, the figures for .the present year for the Balas'ire ports, to which 
the trade of Cuttack has been diverted, compare favourably with those of earlier 
years. The passenger traffic at every port shows a steady increase sinc e 
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■ 1882>83,ttnd owing; to the increase in the nuxnber of ateamom wlwch ply between 
Calcutta and CSiandbally, and to the keen oompetition for paeeengere, pilgrims 
were sometimes able to obtain passj^os last year at the rate of 8 annas per head 

onJr. _ . 

Eegarding internal trade no statiatios are available (except of the Onssa 

canals traffic which the Commissioner does not mention), but considerable 

development of this trade is noticed. i. i i.- 

7. fublic feelingt-^Oi local matters, the Pooree temple suit and questions 
of canal irrigation appear to have excited most general interest. On the 
former subject the Collector of Pooree writes that public opinion an the 
spot was to the eflfeet that Government was fully justified in tlie course 
adopted. The assessment and collection of water-rates continued to cause 
cohSderable discontent in Cuttack, and thh was aggravated during the year 
by the insufficient supply of canal water. The Juliilee of the Queen.Empr. 88 
was celebrated in all the districts with much entimsiasm. 

8. 'Police and Crime .—Tlie conduct of the regular police, as shown 
bv the decrease in the number of punishments, departmental and 
iudioial, was good, hut the actual results of their working were not very 
successful. The‘total number of cognizable and non-oognizahle cases 
decreased from 12,788 to 11,783, but the percentage of oouvicti(»n8 to arrest 
was under 60 per cent, in all the districts. In the Sessions Court the results 
of the Pooree district were worst, only 38 per cent, of the oases tried having 

resulted in convictions. . r.- • • i 

The condition of the rural police of this Division, who are still appointed 
and maintained und. r the old llegulation XX of 1817, is under the cou- 
sideration of Government. 

9. Ciml Jmtice .—The figures under this head show very slight fine, 
tuation in litigation for money, moveables, and titles. An improvement in the 
relations between landlord and tenant is argued from the very considerable 
decrease from 9,114 in 1885-86 to 7,516 during the past year in tlie number 
of rent suits. This decrease was general in every district, and in every class 
of rent proceedings, except execution cases in Cuttack, where an increase under 
this head is said by the Collector to have beenw|w«)bably caused by the lower 
selling price of rice on account of which the ryots had difficulty in satisfying 
decrees out of Court. 

10. Employment of Muhammadans. —The information called for by Govern¬ 
ment on this subject was not fully supplied from any of the districts of the 
Division. The Commissioner thinks that in inferior service the number 
of Muhammadans is sufficient, but that more Muhammadans should bo 
appointed on the occurrence of vacancies in superior service when qualified men 
are available. It is noiiced that the percentage of Muhammadans at school as 
compared with Hindus continues to be greater in this Division than the 
population percentage, and that Muhammadans hold their own with Hindus in 
the departmental examinations. This is encouraging evidence of the gradual 
removal of what has always been considered to be the chief obstacle in the 
way of the advancement of Muhammadans in the service of Government. 

11. Land Revenue and Administration .—The land revenue admiriis- 
tration of the year was satisfactory. The percentage of total collections on 
the gross demand rose from 87‘8 to 95‘8, the balance at the close of the 
year was reduced from Ks. 2,12,240 to Ks. 70,696, and the results of khas 
tehsil were very much better than in the preceding year. Land registra¬ 
tion, however, is still in arrear in Cuttack, and the disposal of partition 
oases did not, in any district of the Division, keep pace with institutions. 

The forest revenue in Khoorda increased from Rs. 19,460 in 1885-86 to 
Bs. 20,424-1-6 in 1886-87, while the expenditure, it is satisfactory to observe, 
fell from Us. 9,158 to Hs. 6,687-7-1. 

Stamps^ Excise, and Income-tax .—All tho districts show an increase 
in the revenue from stamps, the divisional aggregate being Us. 32,960 in 
advance of the results of the preceding year. The comparatively high average 
amount of fine imposed on convictions under the stamp law, viz. Rs. 28, 
appears to show that offences of this nature are properly dealt with. The total 
re^pts from Excise advanced from Rs. 5,16,224 to Rs. 5,29,512, the increase 
being ehiefly under the heads tari, opium, and ganja, while the revenue from 
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country spirits decreased. The income-ta* coUeorions ftmouated to Ks, 5I,dOL ' 
as agiinst ^s. 36,581 realised in tue nrecedintr year fmm tlie Hcsnse>tax. 

13, Irripaiion. —The state of the collections from iifigation works in 
Tuttack and Balasore requires the closest attention Only 61 per cent, of the 
total demand was realis d, and the following ore the reasons stated bjr the 
Deputy Superintendent and quoted by the Commissioner for these unsatisfac* 
tor.v results 

(1) The want of power to enforce assessments ; , 

(2) 'rhe leniency with w'hicb tl»e certificate law was applied ; and 
*(3) The unwiltinsness of lessees to pay assessment on unirrigated areas, 

and on areas on which the supply was deemed insufficient. 

This subject will be separately considered in the Irrigation. Department. 

''T4. Monetary arrangements, —Tiiere was a considerable decrease in hotli 
tlie receipts and issues of currency notes in all the districts of the Division, 
and attention is called jo an order, f»assed by the Accountant-General, which 
put a temporary stoppage to the encashment of notes at the Pooreo treasury. 
Enquiry will be made on this subject by the Financial Department- 

The increase in the nutnber and value both of money-orders issued and 
paid is ascribed to the facilities afforded by the Postal Department, and also 
to the introduction of the rult s permitting payment of revenue by money-orders 
to tlie amount of Rs. 60 

15. lioada and communications. —No new roads were undertaken. In 
Cuttack and Pooree due attention appears to have been paid to repairs, 
hut in lialasore more money is much wanted for the improvement of village 
communications. 

The Commissioner’s remarks with regard to the unpunctual running of the 
postal mails will be brought to the notice of the Postmaster-General. 

16. Education. —The number of pupils in schools of all classes 
under the cognizance of the Department fell from 127,760 to 122,660, the lo.«is 
being mainly confined to unaided pathsalas. The results of the University and 
departmental examinations were on the whole good. The Commissioner 
remarks that the increase of 6 girls’ schools and 17 pupils indicates a hopelessly 
slow rate of progress in fe«iScalo educat ion; it is, however, so far satisfactory 
in that it shows no retrograde movement sucli as has occurred in other divisions. 

17. Eocal Committers and Conduct of Zemindars. —Municipal Committees 
appear in Orissa, as in other ttivisions, to have had the largest share of 
success. Of the District lioad Cess Committees, the best account is from 
Pooree, while the account from Cuttack is disappointing. 

18. The Commissioner speaks favourably of tlie conduct of the zemindars 
of the Division, and makes special mention of-acts of public liberality on tbe part 
of Raja Syamananda De Baliadoor, Baboo Rujuram Das, and Baboo Gobind 
Bullav Roy Mobasoy in Balasore in commemoration of Her Majesty’s Jubilee, 
and of the general liberality of the Kaja of Parikud in Pooree and of Rai 
Badyanath Pundit Bahadoor in Cuttack.

The Report on the Chai-itable Dispensaries in Bengal for the year 1886.

The Report for 1885 and the Resolution recorded thereon. 

There does not appear to be any feature of particular importance in the 
administration of charitable dispensaries in Bengal during the year 1886. 
Perhaps the principal question which has presented itself for the consideration 
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of OovemisQimt hat been in oonhection with the meibo4'^ 

Asdstant Surgeons for the Provineial establishment. JBlithdrto thu has been 
done by transfesfrom the Im^ial list, but the Lientenant>00Tamor under¬ 
stands that the officers in the large supemummary list which ref^ltod from the 
old n^stem under which, previous to 1888, Government undertook to provide for 
all passed candidates have now been absorbed; and the time has ap^rently 
arrived when recruitment should, as in case of Civil Hospital Assistants, lie 
made locally from licentiates of the Medical Schools. Another question of con¬ 
siderable importaaceVas cdluded to in last year’s Resolution, on perusal of 
Dr. Cowie’s expression of opinion that the time had come when those desirous 
of studying medicine should be required to contributh more largely fowards 
their raucation than is the rule at present. The Inspector-General of Civil 
Hoepitals was invited to express more luUy, and at an early date, his views re¬ 
garding the propriety of increasing the fees paid by the recipients of Medical 
education in this province ; but as the rwort was not submitted by him until 
the end of August, and as there is a consiaerablo diversity of opinion among 
the officers consulted, it is impossible to refer further to the matter at present. 

2. On the Slst December 1885 there were 233 dispensaiios under Govern¬ 
ment supervisionf and another was opened at Daudnugger, in the district of Qya, 
during the year under review. It is reported that only one dispensary has 
been transferred to municipal management, and that no institution has been 
abolished throughout 1886. 

3. The following table compares the work done in dispensaries during 
the last two years:— 
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The total number of dispensaries which received in-door patients was 
131 i^gainst 186 in the previous year, and there was a falling off in 
house-practice to the extent of 946 patients, while the ratio of mortality 
was 14*48 against 15*59 in 1885. The number of out-patients treated is, 
on the other hand, larger than that recorded in any year during the 
previous, decade There was also a large increase -of 46,127 patients 
apparent in the returns of most districts in the total number* of in-door and 
but-door cases treated at all the public charities in Bengal; but the figures 
continue to show that these institutions are not, as a rule, resorted to by the 
people as largely as might be wished ; that the proportion of the population 
having recourse to them is still exceedingly low, and that the attendance at all 
but a'few hospitals bears no relation to the presence or absence of epidemic 
dilease in the different districts of the province. It is, however, gratifying 
to learn that in Dr. Cowie’s opinion these charities are gaining in popularity, 
that there are apparently signs that the value of Exuropean medical sciouoo 
is being ^preciated, ana that more satisfactory work is being on the whole done. 

4. Fair attention seems to have been paid to infection by Civil Surgeons,^ 
and it is said that the reports submitted were carerully prepared and suffi-^ 
ciently searching. Six dispensaries were not inspected at alj. Ttiis is an 
improvement on last, year’s return, but the Lieutenant-Governor trosts that in 
future all dispensaries in the province may be inspected. Supervision of the 
vrofk done should in no case be limited to a perusal of the returns submitted 
by Civil Hospital Assistants, and regular inspection, a part of the duty of Civil 
Surgeons, wl^h is clearly defined by the rules, ought invariably to be insisted 
upon. It is observed that, in spite of the remark made incidentally in para¬ 
graph 4 of last year’s Resolution, the Inspector-General has again omitted to 
state how many institutions were inspected by himself during the year.

The opening balance on Ist January 1886, as shown above, is less by Rs. 2,728 
than the closing balance of 1885 as ^ven in that year’s report. The explana¬ 
tion is somewhat confused, but the gist of it appears to be that an actual deiicit 
was shown by six dispensaries. 

6. The total receipts from Government amounted to Es. 20,806 a^nst 
Bs. 18,659 in the precming year, Rs. 6,783 of’ the amount having been contri¬ 
buted to municipal dispensaries. After deduction, however, of the cost of 
registers and forms and met of police cases, the contribution which Government 
makes to institution^ that are now considered to be municipal is Rs. 4,164 in 
1886 against Rs. 2,570 in 1885. The Government contribution towards the 
remaining dispensaries was Rs. 14,023, or Rs. 407 more than in the previous 
year. 

7. The receipts from local soarces amounted to Rs. 54.823 against 
Rs. 1,18,685 in 1885, the large decrease being due to the fact that last the 
Monghyr dispensary alone received Rs. 68,000 as sale proceeds of house pioperjty 
belonging to that institution. Subscriptions to municipal in stitutions show a 
very large falling off, while those towards other institutionB rose considerably, 
although not to the same extent. The amount received by the sale of 
securities and withdrawal of ueposits was Rs. * 23,542.x&gain6t Rs. 25,389 in 
1885, the interest on the investments reached the sum of Rs. 32,423 against 
Rs. 30,890, and municipalities contributed Rs. 1,58,492 against Rs. 1,43,574 
in the preceding year. 

8. The gross expenditure on dispensaries, exclusive of ffie amounts invested, 
was Kb. 3,85,575, showing a total decrease of Rs. 999, there being a rise uojier 
three heads and a falling off under the remaining three. Rupees 29,357 were 
invested during the year under review.

As the Government of 
India have only recently sanctioned the proposed alterations in statistical state¬ 
ments II and IV, the Inspector-General has continued to show such re^stiations 
as optional.

The decrease in perpetual leases is worthy of notice. As many as 61,982 
were registered in the seven districts of Chittagong (20,437», Backorgunge 
(10,438), Furreedpore (8,03824-Pergunnah8 (6,727), Jessore, 6,207), Noakhally 
(5,759), and Khulna (4,876V The reasons given for Variations in different dis¬ 
tricts are inconsistent and contradictory. For instance, if landlords, as is stated 
to be the case in the 24>Pergunnah8, have generally accepted the position in 
which the Tenancy Act has placed them in regard to settled ” ryots, this fact 
would Operate everywhere toWwds an increase of perpetual leases. The 
decrease is fully accounted for by the returns of three districts, viz , Chittagottj^, 
Noakholly and Jessore, in which the practice of suhinfeudation has 1^n 
carried to a great extent. It is partly nominal, owing to a change introduced 
in Jessore in ue system of classifying leases for indefinite periods. So &r 
as the decrease is real, it is attributed by two out of the three Begistrars con¬ 
cerned, among other causes, to the operation of section 85 (2) of the Beti^ 
Tenancy Act, which debars occupancy ryots from granting perpetual leases. 
The Inspector-General considers that even under the. former law occujpata^ 
ryote had not the right to sublet in perpetuity; but he does not o6nti^di(:t the 
statement of the Begistrar of Chittagong that, as a matter of fact, thby did 
execute leases of this character in great numbers; and the registiation retuths 
would not be affected by any question as to the validity of the documents. 

The number of term leases has remained almost Mationary. The only 
fluctuation that deserves particular notice occurred in Ohota Nagpore, where 
the numbm* of such leases rose from 4,553 to 11,065, an increase of 143*02 peP 
cent. This increase was. due to the registration of 6,732 leases granted by the 
Court of Wards to the ryots of the Ohota Nagpore Estate. The Inspector- 
General gives the explanatinnsMcff H egistrars regarding district variations, but 
he makes scarcely any comments on these explanations f "*and* the same remark 
applies to the statistics given regarding the value of leases. Practi(»lly very 
little change has taken place in the proportion of leases to counterparts. 

4. Jteffistered saha of Mtateo, and ryotk holdinga .—Statement XII 

shows the number of estates and tenures transfwred ly registered deeds, and 
the classes of persons by whom they we!re purchased. Statement XIII gir'Se* 
similar information regarding ryotti holdings. The figures given in the report 
are unaccompanied by any comment, and no reason is assigned for the large 
decreases in the number of sales of revenue-free properties, and of interme¬ 
diate tenures of all kinds. In the formm* case the numbers fell from 27,177 to 
28,905, and in the latter from 29,885 to 26,336. The following statement

The Inspector-General does not attempt to assign any cause for tBe large 
decrease Ryots continued to be the principal purchasers, being 4S*S per cent, 
of the whole number.

5. Deeds aff&it^ immoveable properly of Use than Re. 100 la value, —^Under 
this head there has been a decrease of 9*46 per cent, in deeds of sale, and of 
"6 8 per cent, in instruments of mortgage. An increase in Mymensingh and 
Chittagong is said to be due to the prevailing impc^ssioe that, since the Tenancy 
Act came into force, no deed of sale is valid unless registered. The District 
Registrar of Ghitt^ong further adds that it is very easy to get an unre¬ 
gistered deed set aside by the courts in favour of a deed subsequently executed 
and registered. These are causes from whichone would be led to expect a 
general increase. The real reasons for a' geifSfSl decrease appear to be the 
increased solvency of the ryots, and the additional expense entailed by the 
Tenancy Act on account of landlord’s fees and process fees. 

6. Effect of the Tenancy Act on regietration. —It is remarkable that the pro¬ 
visions of section 29 of the Bengal Tenancy Act, which require that contracts 
by wMch rents are enhanced must be in writing and registered, have not pro¬ 
duced any appreciable effect on the returns. But perhaps it would have been 
unreasonable to have expected that any effect wluch the 4ct may produce 
in altering the rooted custom in this r^ect should be immediate. Tne Inspec- 
tor^jleneral considers that the restriction placed on sub-leasing by section 65 has 
reduced the number of registrations of such transactions, and this seems most 
probable. In requiring the registering officers to take the landlord’s fees from 
persons registering documents by which sub-tenures are transferred, and to 
.tranouit . these sums to District Collectors for the zemindars, the Act has 
imposed a novel and irksome duty on the department, not unattended with 
e^j^ense. The B^sixars report unfavourably of the working of this provision, 
which they consider to be unpopular both with landlords and tenants. 
.A similar rraresentation has been received from the Board of Revenue. This 
portion of the law was framed mainly in the interests of the zemindars; and 
although there is some reason to bdieve that they are not altogether satisfied 
with its practical effect, they have not as yet intimated any desire for its repeal, * 
a measure advocated by some offioars of Government. This, however, is a 
matter that more nearly concerns the Revenue Department, and a copy of 
paragraphs 64-66 of the Inspector-General’s Report will be communicated to 
that department. 

7. Eonde.—Out of 125,188 instruments relating to moveable property 

89,796, or 71*72 per cent., wwe money bonds. As many as 29,814, or 82*64 of 
the whole, were registered in Jessore alone, the 24-]^ergunnhh8 coming next 
with 8,612. ® 
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8. JleJuaaU to regutery proweutioM, ^.••-Thero were 8,555 refaaali to 
register against 3,689 in tiiepreifions year, ^erewere oiilj 870 appmls against 
these refiuals, .and re^tration was ordered in 216 cases- T|;iere were 58 pro> 
secutions against 78 in the preceding year: of these, 39 w^ for making fake 
statements and 23 for false personation: 1,974 deeds were iioTOunded as com- 
pai^ with 2,192 in 1885-86. Stamps were adjudged insuMcient in 1,526, 
correct in 298 cases, and 150 cases were pending at the close of the year. It is 
not stated if any prosecutions were instituted under the Stamp Act. Seventy- 
six deeds were discredited by Civil Courts, of which 32 were discredited on 
grounds connected with registeation.

As compared with last year, there was a decrease in the number of 
registrations in every divisiop with the exception of the Rajshahye and 
the Chota Nagpore Divisions, and, as has been stated above, the increase in 
Chota Nagpore was due to an abnormal cause. The total expenditure during 
the year under report was Rs. 5,64,274 as compared with Bs. 5,68,365 in tho 
preceding year. 

10. Registration offices and inspections.-—There were 300 offices open at 
the close of the year as compared with 292 at its commencement. Twelve 
sub-divisional sub-registry offices were converted into rural offices during the 
year, and a saving will be thereby caused to Government. The number of 
inspections was sufficient. It is not necessary to consider tho remarks made 
as to the additional work thrown on registration offices by the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, ss the InsMctor-General is about to address Government 
separately on this matter The proposal to levy registration fees by means of 
stamps is still under consideration. 

11. Operations wader the Mahomedan Marriage J^gwtration Act. —The, 
following table illustrates the working of the Act since its introduction

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The total number of oeremmues r^giuter^ fell irom 7,524 in 1885*86 to 
7,252 in ibe year undmr review, tbe latter being the innalleet number recorded 
ain^ the introducion of the Act In only four dktncts out of the fourteen in 
which the Act was in force was there an increase. Chittagong continues to 
head the list with 2,811 ceremonials restored; in two other district!* the 
number exceeded 700; in one it exceeded 650, and in a fiftii 500; while in 
none of the remaining Ove did the number amount to 400. In Nuddoa the 
Act may be said to be all but inoperative, only six ceremonials (three marriages 
and thz^ ordinary divorcra) having been registered during the year. The 
decrease was in the number both of marriages and of ordinary divorces 
registered; whilst there was a small increase of 38 in the number of kho&u • 
registered. With three exceptions, the Registrars of the districts in which the 
Art is in operation agree that the measure is not popular, and that the village 
headmen and mollahs, and even the zemindars themselves, are opposed to it ; 
even in Backergunge, where it is said to he popular, the latter cl&ssos are 
reported to be ‘‘passive, neither being in favour of the Act nor opposing it.” It 
is stated that the people do not attach much importance to the system, and do 
not place much confidence in it; that well-to*do Mahomedans think it derogatory 
to resort to this method of registration ; and that the system involves consider* 
able trouble and* expense to the parties, who consequently prefer to register 
their marriage deeds in the ordinary Registration Offices, more especially 
sinee ^a5t»namaAs have been exempted from the payment of stamp duty. The 
want of local influence on the part of the persons who have been appointed to 
the office of Kazi is also mentioned as one ot the causes of the unpopularity of 
the system. Jn this connection, it may be noted that one of the karriago 
Registrars, who is a local Talukdar and Honorary Magistrate, and who conso* 
quently possesses some local influence, appears to have registered an unusually 
large number of ceremonials. Looking to these facts and figures, the Inspector* 
General of Registration is of opinion that, so long as the registration of 
Mahomedan marriages and divorces remains voluntary, the working of the Act 
will not be more satisfactory than it is at present unless, as in the case just 
cited, the Marriage Registrar hsppens to be a man of local influence. Ho 
thills it would be advisable now to try, in some districts, the effect of making 
the Act compulsory. “This,” Mr. Blyth observes, “would bring the fact of 
the existence of the Act more prominently beiofS the people, and would compel 
them to accept the advantages which at present they do not care for or 
understand, while the expense on their part wnich would be involved would add 
but very lirtle in the first instance to the sums which they at present waste on 
their ceremonials, and would ultimately save much money which would be 
otherwise spent in criminal cases, in connection with marriages or divorces.” 
This matter has recently been under the consideration of Government in 
connection with a similar proposal submitted by Nawab Meer Mahomed Ali of 
Fuireedpore.^ The Lieutenant-Governor then decided not to go back from the 
decision of his predecessor to give the revised rules a five years’ trial, and that 
he could not propose compulsory legislation unless he found that there was a 
really mmuimous call for it on the part of all sections of tho Mahomedan 
community. Sir Steuart Bayley sees no reason to modify this decision. 

12.^ Mr. Bourdillon was in charge of the Department in April and May, 
but, owing to ill-health, was not able to make any inspections.

Tqb total income of the Q-ardena from all sonroes darioR 1896*87( includ- 
iag4he Government grant of Ra. 80,000 and the opening bidanoe of Ba. 6,938, 
amounted to Rs. 47,541 againat Ba. 46,388 in the preceding year. The income 
from donationa and aubaoriptiona waa Ba. 6,989, and entrance feea amounted 
to Ra. 7,141, asrainat Ba. 2,946 and Ra. 7,664 reapectively in the prOTioua 
•year: the receipta derived from the F4teand Fancy Fair vere eonaiderably 
Jesa than were obtained under the aame heada in 1835*86. The gmierona 
donation of Ra. 5,000 made to the Gardena by the Nawab Bahadur of 
Moorahedabad ia eapecially to be noticed. 

The expenditure for the year amounted to Ra 40,650 againat Ra. 39406 
in 1885-86. Eatabliahment coat Ra. 9,148, food of aninuda Ra. 8,389, purchaae 
of animala Ba. 1,650, transport of animals Rs. 2,616 (including Ba. 869, coat 
of aendins a rhinnoeroa to the London Zoological Gaidena), and oonstruotion 
und repair of buildings and roads Ba. 14,003. The opening balance of the 
year was Rs. 6,938. The closing balance waa Ba. 6,891, bat from this 
balance, the Committee had to meet liabiliti/» to the extent of Ra. 5,682 
on account of works undertaken in tlie latter part of the year. The necessity 
for strict economy of management therefore continues to exist. 

The principal works undertaken during 1886*87 were the construction 
of an entuosure at a cost of Rs. 2,480 for a young hippopotamus, which was 
presented to the Gardens; the draining of the tank in the Bnckland enclosure ; 
the oonstruotion of a wooden bungalow for the Superintendent of the Gardens, 
and the reconstruction or impfS^ment of servants* houses. 

The number of visitors to the Gardens who paid entrance fees was 
97,099, which was the lowest on record. The total for the preceding year was 
108,944, and the average for the past six years has been 127,318 Besidra the 
paying visitors, however, pupils from schools were admitted into the Gardens 
free of charge on many days, and on the 16th February 1887, the day of 
celebration of the Jubilee of the Queen-Empress, more thw 6,000 children, 
with their teaohera, from the various educational institutions of Calcutta 
and its Suburbs were admitted into the Gardens without charge. 

The most important additions made to the menagerie were a Malayan 
tiger, an American bison, two lionesses, a pair of young lions, an ant-eater 
(South American), and an orang-outang (since dead). The list of animals 
presented during the year shows that public continue to take interest 
in Uie Gardens. Several valuable animals died daring the year; the principal 
losses being the young hippopotamus and the ^raffe. 

The Committee express regret that the funds at their duposal ar€ 
inadequate for the maintenance of the Gardens io as -satisfactory a condition 
as could be desired. In recent years the Committee’s invested aecntities 
have been reduced from Rs. 891000 to Rs. 4,800, and it is evident tbit the 
finances of the Gardens have to be carefully mana*^d, and that all the 
pecuniary support which the public can give will be exceedingly welcome.

Tbe Genenl Admiautration Report of the-Ohittagong Dirinon for tbe year t886>87. 

The Report is submitted by Mr. D. R. Lyall, who officiated as Commis>' 
sioner throughout the year, with the exception of three months prece<iing the 
cold weather, when he was on privilege leave, and Mr. A. Manson acted for hini. 

2. Mr. Lyall and Mr Manson were on tour for 81 days, and visited 
_ all the head>quarters and sub-divisional stations; 

43 days were raent in the Hill Tracts. The 
District Officers’ tours were sufficient, with the exception of that of the 
Collector of Noakholly, in whose casa the deficiency appears to have been 
due a change of officers during the camping season. The amount of 
touring done by the sub*divi>ional officers was also generally satisfaotoiy, 
and some days were spent in camp by the Joint and Assistant Magis¬ 
trates in Chittagong and Tipperah. 

8. Th6 rmnfall was ample everywhere, and generally above the average. 

^ , ’ , ,• Tipperah suffered severely from floods, due 

ImIiSu ”” ** more to the heavy rainfall m Cachar, Sylhet and 

Hill Tipperah and the consequent overflowing 
of the Megna, than to the fall in the district itself. In Brahmanbariah 
and the northern thanas of the Sudder sub-division part .of the au$ 
crop was totally destroyed, and the amun and jute also suffered to some' 
extent. In Kot^bolly, Chittagong and the Hill Tracts crops generally were 
very good The outturn of the division as a whole was, in the Officiating 
Commissioner’s cminion, certainly an average one, if not rather above the 
average, and but mr the floods in Tipperah, and for the ravages of rats in parts 
of the Hill Tracts, there would have been a bum per yield. The year is said 
to have been decidedly healthy in Chitta^ng, fairly healthy in the Hill 
Tracts, and^ normally healthy in Noakholly; in Tipperch an increase in the 
death-rate is ascribed to the long-continued floods. Chittagong was remark¬ 
ably free from cholera, and the deaths registered from this disease in Noa¬ 
kholly were less numerous than in the preceding year; but in Tipperah the 


deaths^ cholera increased. Mortality from smafl-psx was very small in 
this division, as in the precedi^ year; in the Chittagong district, which is 
as yet unprotected by vaccination, only one death was regpistered under this 
bead. 

4 The ordinary condition of the people of this division compares favour-

VMpia. Of these provinces, and the year under review 

^ was one of agricultural prosperity, except in the 
*'®*“®*® P^rts of^ the Tipperah district. The partial loss of the crops in 
northern portion of i'jpperah has been noticed above. This part of the 
custnot had suff^d from deficient harvests in recent yean, and siiice the 
beginnmg of the year the condition of the people has been carefully 
watra^ by um local officers. Charitable relief , on a small scale was adminis¬ 
tered by me wivernment officers before the. amun harvest of 1886 was 
reap#*^ j October the Commissioner visited the affected tracts. 

found t^tjWhOe there were cases of individual distress, nothttag 
Ime famme or even high prices was to be feared, and that labourers could not 
be g^ot to work on the roads. Accounts of distress in parts of the district having 
been published in sonie of the newspapers, careiuf house-to-house enquiries 
were made by the Collector in May last, and he was able to report that no 
ground existed for serious anxiety. A full ioro harvest was reaped: the 
«ut crop harvested in July last was also very good. '1 hroughout the division 
wages of labour continued to be high during the year. The price of common 
rice was lower than in the preceding year in Noakh«>lly and in South 
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Tipperah, but was dearer in ObittaTOng and^ tite Hill IWsts, and in the Brah* 
manbariah sub'diyision. In Branmanbari^ comaum rioe was dearest in 
October, when it was sold at 14 seers 10 ohattack8, and cheapest in Janaary, 
when it was sold at 19 seers 7 ohutt^oks per rupee. 

Under the head of immigpration and emigration, it is reported that 200 
families of Ramburia Muglis sold their property in Arracan, and emigrated 
to Backergunge, travelling through Chittagong; the emigrants said that they 
were leaving Arracan on account of repeated failure of their crops caused by 
salt water. Emigration to the Hill Tracts is due to 4he efforts made to 
put down yoointn^r in the Chittagong district, and Mr. Lyall, in describing the 
movetpent as being of considerable importance, says:— 

* ** Three hundred and eighty-five persons (oonsisting of 91 Ifug^ 1S8. Tipperahs, 66 

Riaogs, and 90 (.'hakmas) came from Ilill Tipperah, and 123 (ooxunstine of 7 Mughs, 46 
Tipperahs, 2 Kisngs and 68 Chakmas) went to that place. I wenty-three M^hs are also 
•aid to have gone to Chittagong. Many of the men who have oome from Hiu 'I'ipperah 
left the Hill Tracts some seven years ago without notice, and are under the rules liable for 
joom-tax for the period of their absence. In some cases this has been realized in full, and 
in others in part; so it is quite clear they have strong reasons for wishing to oeme baok. 

“ The f^ility men have for going to Hill Tipperah and ne« vend, and thus eluding 
tasation in both countries, has my attention, and proposals will shortly l^e submitted on the 
subject. The usual cause of emigration is disputes with headmen and indebtedness.’^ 

5. The total value of the trade of the Chittagong port rose from 
liaaufaalnre, Trade and Com- Hs. 2,15,47,444 iu 1884-85 and Rs. 2,08,11,093 

in 1885*86, to Hs. 2,30,73,318. -The increase is 
entirely due to the jute trade, which was to some extent diverted to 
t'alcutta in the previous year, by the temporary lewering of freights between 
Naraingunge and the metropolis, owing to the competition of the steamer 
companies. Mr. Lyall states that the battle between Calcutta and Chittagong 
for the Naraingunge jute trade has been now decided in favour of the latter; but 
he considers the freight to Chittagong too Inw, and mentions that it hartlly pays 
the working expenses of the brig owners, so that a sufficient number of tnese 
vessels are not being built to replace those lost on the dangerous voyage. The 
export of tea increased in quantity from 956,7321bs. inl8''5-86to l,034,995ft8., 
but the Custom house valuation fell from Rs. 6,^3,722 to Ra. 5,84,307. Nearly 
all the tea was dispatched*^ Calcutta, the ^ uirect exports to England 
amounting to 3,lS4lb8. only. The value of rice exported was Rs. 11,46,314, 
against 42,06,016 in the previous year. Several causes are given for 
the decline, hut it seems superfluous to go beyond the statement 
that, owing to the loss of crops by the flood of the Me^a, rice could 
be exported at a cheaper rate from other Indian ports. The chief 
e-xports—jute, tea, and rice—aro balanced only to a small extent by the 
imports of salt, oil and piece-goods. The imports of salt seem irregular; they 
amounted to 22,153 tons in 1884-85, to 9,878 tons in 18S5-86, and to 12,884 in 
1386-87, The value of the oil imported from foreign ports was Rs. 2,36,139: 
it was nearly all korosine, was entirely disposed of, and the trade is in a 
flourishieg state. In the piece-good imports there was a decrease as shown in 
tlie following statement:—

oicean e. Criminal work consists of tiMi*cognixabie 

cases, which increased largely in number in Chittagong district on 

account of the misinterpretation by the Joint-Magistrate of orders 
of the Sessions Judge directing further enquiries into a number of 
cases which had been rejected, as equivalent to orders to issue process on 
every petition. There was an increase under the head of dacoities, which, 
however, are described as technical and not organised. Close attention shcmld , 
be paid by the Polioe and Magistrates to cases of fire-raisigg and 
threats of fire-raising which always present serious difficulties, and are 
not at present successfully dealt with in this division. H he conduct of the 
regular police was, on the whole, good; but. as usual, little detective ability 
was displayed. The working of the Chowkidari Act was hindered by the 
want of a sufficient number of Magistrates 

8* Civil suits were more numerous than during the previous year in 

Chittagong and Noakholly, but fewer were instituted 
in Tipporah. In Chittagong a large proportion of 
the increase was due to suits of the Small Cause Court type in matters 
connected with trade. The number of rent-suits has risen in Chittagong 
by 0*6 per cent., in Noakholly by *78 per cent., and fallen in Tipperah 
by 5 8 per cent. T’he increase under this head in Chittagong, and the 
falling off in Tipperah, are alike ascribed to the effects of the Bengm Tenancy 
Act; but the Commissionop finds a more probable explanation of the decrease 
of litigation in Tipperah in the floods, which gave the people other things to 
think of, and on account of which landlords forbore to press their ryots. 
After all, the variations are in each case so slight as scarcely to require explana¬ 
tion, and the increase in the one district, as well as the falling off in the other, 
is not confined to rent suits, but extends to litigation of every class. 

9. Ihe curreut demand of Land Revenue for the division rose from 

Rs. 25,38,555 to Rs. 25,57,112, chiefly on account 
Lmad Eevenue. re-settlements, and the percentage of collections 

improved, except in Tippetah, where there a slight falling off, due to the 
heavy floods and the consequently impoverished state of the ryots; there was 
also a general improvement in arrear collections. The Lieutenant-Governor 
notices with much satisfaction the further improvement in the khas manage¬ 
ment of the Government mehals in Chittagong, the credit of which is due to 
Mr. Manson, who is successfully accomplishing what was at one time declared 
by Sir Henry Ricketts to be a hopeless task. 

10. The total Excise Revenue of the division shows a firiling off of 

Rs. 43,191, due, in Chittagong, where it is largest, 
to the decreased sale of opium in Cox’s Bazar, 

the result of the decision of Government to place a limit on the sales in the 
sub-division, witn a view to prevent smuggling into Arracan. From Stamps 
the revenue realized was Rs. 13,357 in advance of the preceding year. With 
regard to prosecutions for evasion of the Stamp Law, Mr. Lyall remarks that 
many officers, to judge from the wording of their decisions and the sentences 
^inflicted, seem to think that the offender is worthy of sympathy, and that, it is a 
hardship that he should be prosecuted at all. Sir Steuart liayley trusts that such 
an error of judgment is not really very common among magisterial officers: in so 
far as it may be prevalent, the ^ts should be brought to the notice of Govern¬ 
ment in specific cases. The income-tax demand for the division, as finally 
assessed, amount* d to Kg. 88,773,. as against Bs. 64,155 assessed under the 
License-tax Act in the preceding year. The unusual number of objections in tBir, 
Chittagong district, and the considerable reductions in the original assessments 
both there and m '1 ipperah, are unsatisfactory. There was a large increase 
of revenue from the i^ait duty on account of larger imports to replenish stocks. 

11. Roads are reported to be in good oraer in Noakholly,^ but to be 

. . exceedingly j^d in Chittagong. In Tipperah the

St was noticed in the Resolution on the Report of tho previous year that 
there was a diminution in the rate of develSfSrnent of the land revenue, 
owing to the greater moderation now exercised in enhancing rents, and the 
greater readiness to reduce t' em when they are found to be excessive. This 
tendency continued to be felt during 1886-87, the injr«ment being less than 
half that which was annually gained on the average of the years before 
1884-85. It is, however, somewhat in excess of the increase durin«y the last two 
years; and in future it is probable that the elasticity of this branch of the 
revenue will be maintained by the more active policy which it is proposed to 
adopt in the matter of surveys and re settlements To the current demand of ’ 
Rs. 3,80,95,298 must be added an arrear of Rs. 25,13,482, making the total

In so far as the increased remissiot s are due to conoecsions granted, to 
lyots on account of poverty, or exceptional misfortunes, such as the * « 
destruction of crops in low lands by salt water from the Satpukuria khal. 
in the 24-PergannaM, they command the entire approval of the Lieutenant 
Governor. Indeed discriminating and prompt remissions in such cases are not 
on?y of the neatest service to the ryots, but are also in the long run advan¬ 
tageous to the revenue.

Lohardugga the work was unfavourably affected by the fact of there 
having been no tohsildar (or five montlis of the yeai, and that in f'urreodpore 
the short collection is due to the settlement of estates with retrospective 
effect—statements which only throw the necessity for explanation one step 
rurther back, by suggestiug that those responsible for the revenue did ’not take 
proper measures to secure the appointment of a tehsildar, and to make the 
settlement of estates in proper time. T he interval between the close of the 
financial year and the aate of the • submission of the annual repoiS is 
sufficient to enable the Board to clear up such matters in niost cases, aud the 
Lieuteuant-Governor hopes that in future the explanations given will be of such 
a character as to indicate wlllSther blame does'or does not attach to the officers 
concerned ' 

5. Taking the results obtained on estates of different classes separately, it 
may be remarked that the power of revenue officers to expedite cofleotious on 
permanently-settled esta.tes is almost confined to those under the management 
of the Court of Wards, aud on these the outstanding balance has decreased 
from Ks.

In the absence of explanation, these figures would 
seem to indicate, what the lieutenant-Govemor understands to 1^ in many 
instances the fact, that timely arrangements are not systematically made 
before the expiration of current settlements for their renewal, with tlie resuit 
that summary settlements have to be effected ' ivhile measurement work is in 
progress, and sometimes even retrospective settlements. One instance is

given in the Board’s report of a settlement made with five years’ retrospective 
effect, and it is added that, as might have been expected, the ryots ask for 
remission on the ground of lifluttation. The Lieuienant-Governor would 
be glad to receive a special report showing the present practice in this respect; 
and in particular indicating with regard to the 463 re settlements effected 
in 1886-87 in what number of cases any interval oeourred between the expiry of 
the last regular engagement (as distinguished from mere summary settle¬ 
ments) and the execution of that at present in force, with any suggestion 
that the Board may wish to offer for effecting an improvement in this respect. 
It is obvious that if as the figures would seem to indicate, the majority 
of re-settlements are not arranged for beforehand, but remain pending even 
after the ynar in whieii they expire, there must be a considerable sacrifice of 
revenue during the interval. 

11. The work of initial re^stration under Act VII (B.C.) of 1876 which 

• , . remained to be done at the end of the previona 

regiitration. certain districts was so small, and it has 

been pending so long, that it is not clear why it was not finished during 
1886-87. It is hoped that it will be finally disposed of during the current year. 
These remarks do not apply to the Cuttack district, as to the large amount of 
cases still pending in wnich special orders will shortly, issue. The number of 
applications for changes in the regu^ on account of successions by iriheritanes 
is very small when compared witfilradt of entries, and cai^ot be reeonCiled 
with the average death-rate. Thus in the Presidency Dividk>ii there were only 
621 successions out of 62,724 intt^ests registered, or less than one per centt 
iiules designed to secure more complete registration have been drafted and ara 
still under consideration; but in order tc secure the ^advantage of a complete 
record of proprietary titles, it may ultimately be nedessary to have recourse tb 
legislation.

13. The repcHTt of the Board shows tliat 7,364 acres were acquired for 

public purposes during the year at a cost of 
Assoikitioo at Und for pubiio 4,99,8^, or about Hs. 68 an acre. This is a 
purpoiM. branch of the administration which requires yerr 

careful supervision to prevent undue delay, particularly where extra est^lifdh- 
ments are employed, and the payment ox excessive prices. Tiie report 
not indicate how far the Board has been successful in these respects. 

14. The number of certificates filed during the year was 177,618 against 
yvorking of the Public Demand* 199,262 in 1885-86, and the disposals exceeded the

Act wdreiutioa ^tween laud- her 1885 has not been sufficiently long to admit of 
io«d« and tenaiss. " a decided expression of opinion as to the working 

of a measure of such importance, and add that ** it is doubtful whether 
its provisions are as yet sufficiently appreciated either by the zemindars 
or the ryots; even where they are understood, thore is, as might be expected, 
a feeling of hesitation ou either dde to have free recourse to. them.” The 
effects of the Act on its first introduction are not, however, without import¬ 
ance, even if they afford a very uncertain indication of its ultimate success, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that the local officera, whose 
opinions on the subject were oriMnMly very diverse, are now for the 
most part unanimous in accepting the measure as an improvement. The only 
exeeptioB to this vi^ of the general operation of the Act mentioned by the 
Board conoeatns Chittagong, a district in which special conditions prevail 
Even in this instance the ul:qection to the working of the Act is n )t supported 
by the Board, and does not appear to he founded on actnal experience of its 
operation. Applications have iMen received from the Collector of Balasore in 
Cuttack, and the Deputy Cominunioner of, Lohardu^a in Chota Nagpore, for the 
extension df the Act to these districts, and the latter was supported by the Oom« 
missioner, and by a petition si^ed by persons of position. Sir Steuart Bayley 
has, however, no present intention of mtrodnping tiie Act in Orissa, and intends 
to await furtiher reports as to its working before ^king any final action on tilie 
communication from Lohardngga. The views of the Board on the working of 
measure are. expressed in very guarded language, which would be applicable ti> 
mostlawB, as to the policy of enacting which there has been much disouwion. It 
may he sMd generaay;^ the Board remark, ** that if the fears of its oppoaeats 
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have not been r^lised, neither, >oxi the ather hand, has ii'provied tM immediate 
panacea for allthC diffionlties which anrronnd the relations between landlord and 
tenant.” * It is stated in the report that, generally speaking, existih^g relations 
between landlord and tenant have improved during th"^ y^ear; and though 
many cases are specified in which there have been serious differences, these do 
not mter the opinion expressed by the Board as to the direction in which events 
have on the whole tended. Some of the worst disputes have occurred in the 
Chota Nagpore Division, where the Act is not in force 

16. The introduction of a new form of receipt, in which the landlord is 

. ^ _ bound to specify the area and annual rental of the 

Bent receipti. holding, if he is in a position to do so, is the 

part of the Act wliich has produced the most immediate and striking impres- 

*^Mon. Its ultimate object is of very great importance, being no less than the 
removal of the principal grievance of the ryots, and the main difficulty of 
courts-in deciding suits for arrears, namely, the uncertainty which nlmost 
everywhere exists as to the rents which are actually in force. That this object 
cannot be easily attained is proved by the failure of successive enactments on 
the subject for the.best part of a century; and there was considerable apprehen¬ 
sion that the somewhat drastic provisions of the new law-might lead at their first 
introduction to very serious complications. At one time it seemed as if this fear 
might be in some measure realized; and, us noticed in the Resolution on.Iast year’s 
report, the Lieutenant-Governor found it necessary to direct the Board to issue 
a circular to Collectors calling on them to explain to the ryots the real significance 
of the Act in this respect. I'he Board state that misunderstandings and com¬ 
plaints on the subject have since 8ub.sided, and this is evidently the fact, taking 
the province as a whole; but the Collector of Backergunge thinks that there is 
still some difficulty in making the rvots understand the point, and recommends 
a verbal change in the form of receipt in order to make it more clear to them. 
A further report will be required on this subject. 

17. Wi'h regard to the extent to which the new receipt forms have 
been introduced, it is obseived that over four and a half million were sold by 
Government during the year, and that as private presses sell at cheaper rates, 
they have presumably doi.e a much larger business Manuscript forms are, more¬ 
over, as valid in law as those printed, and must be frequently used. It seems, ’ 
therefore, that very considerable progress has been made; and perhaps this is. 
as much as could have been fairly expected under all the circumstances of 
the case. The Collector of Dinagepore states that the knowledge that the ryotis 
bound to pay nothing but what is entered on the receipt is now generally wide¬ 
spread ; the Collector of Futreedpore that the panted forms have done much to 
prevent fraud.; the Collector of Mymensing that they are making their way, but 
slowly; the Collector of Bhagulpore that “ the operation of the Act in its most 
important provision, namely, the issue of proper receipts, has been more extensive 
than I could have hoped for at this time last year.” Even the statement of the 
Joint-Magistrate of Mozufferpore, that complaints are frequent that the land¬ 
lords do not give receipts for rent, is in one respect hopeful, as if this old 
abuse has now become a subject of general complaint, it is the more likely to 
be remedied. On the other hand, it is equally evident from the reports that 
the use of the re<:ei[)t8 is by no means universal. Probably they are not as yet 
given in the inajt)rity of oases- It is possible that as the novelty oT the Act 
wears off they may fall into disuse, and that further remedial measures may be 
necessary ; but the weight of opinion seems to be on the side of those who 
anticipate that the forms will by degrees receive^he sanction of general custom. 
As to the statement made in the Mozufferpore report, that receipt forms fur rent 
have in sumo cases been used as a lever of enhancement, by iuduciug the ryots 
to accept a document upon which an enlianccd rental has been entered, it is 
observed that the forms were n -t expected to prevent enhancement with the 
consent of the tenants, nor could they do so in the nature of things; and that 
under the old law an enhanced rent would with equal or greater facility have 
been entered on any receipts which the ryots inighc have been willing to accept. 
This statement is, however, made not as an objection to tlte law as to receipts, 
but as an argument in favour of supplementing its provisions by a record of 
rights. 
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, 18. The following table has been prepared by the Board to show the 
.l^n/^A^» working of certain' seotiopa of the Act which 
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The flon’ble Judges of the High Court have consented to 8U}>ply 
Collectors with returns of the litigation under the Act in Civil Courts, and those 
should be embodied in future reports, 'j'he most numerous transactions were 
the issue of notices, and payments of landlords’ fees in respect to the transfers of 
tenures, under which heading is also included transfers of ryots’ holdings 
at fixed rates, and it is doubtful how far the result of this provision of the 
law has been advantageous. At first some administrative difficulties were felt 
in carrying out the prescribed procedure, but these have since been surmounted. 
It is said that there is a general feeling (if repugnance on the part of landlords 
to accept the fees, and should this continue’ it will constitute a more serious 
objection to the continuance of a provision of the law to which no importance 
is attached in the interests of the ryots. 

• 19. The Commissioner of the Presidency Division supports a proposal. 

that in future price-lists of staples, prepared wiMi a 
Preparation o pneej- a . view to the ^ture determination of rent-rates, shall 

be prepared monthly instead of fortaiglitly. The opinion of the Board will be 
solicited on this suggestion, which recjcives some countenance from the fact 
that no one has hitherto shown a practical interest in these lists, when locally 
published asrequm-d by the Act, by lodging an objection under section ;^9(3). 
It‘is of course possible that the subject may excite more attention hereafter 
as the important, though remote, consequences of inaccuracies in these 
statements come to be more fully understoo(i. 

20. The Lieutenant-Governor attaches much importance to prompt compli- 
, . . , ^ ance with reasonable applications from landlords or 

^ tenants for surveys and the preparation of records 

of right. It is not stated why three such applications made in the Presidency 
Division were refused, and it does not appear that the work has been 
commenced in any case, except in one in which the Board w<)re themselves 
the applicants in, their capacity as the Court of Wards. lliis affords a 
rafScient explanation of the fact that only 25 cases were instituted during the 
year, and it seems unnecessary to assume, as the Board do, that landlords havo 
been deterred from making more numerous applications by the elaborate and 
expensive character of a procedure which is certainly more summary and 
cheap than any process of ascertaining and fixing rents which has hitherto 
been in force in Bengal. Indeed it is somewhat remarkable that under the 
circumstances twenty-five such applications should have beon.»jreceived. 
During the mnter which has now commenced several surveys of this kind 
will be taken in hand, notably that of the Srinagar and Banaili Raj estates, 
which extend over an area of half a million acres. No suitable opporturiity 
should be lost of complying with the applications of those interested in land 
for surveys to be made at their expense. It is only after those concerned 
have observed the effects of such operations that any general recourse can bo 
expected to the means afforded by the new law for securing a settlement of all 
agrarian disputes.

This indicates an effect of the 
Act which, though it cannot be felt immediately, must have the grira-test 
ultitnate inijxntanee, namely, the establishment of the gr^at body of the ryots 
in full 1^^ possession of a privileged position, to which they had formerly 
moral and customary claim, without being able to prove their title befpre 
a'Court, ,s, 

23. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot consider as satisfactory the account 

t!,;ven of the extent to which the junior members 
•uwy*wOTk^^ r**®®*? CiviliaiiB ib ciyil Service were instructed in survey work. 

It is by no means sufficient to make over to such 
an officer cases which may include measurement bv amins : he should, where it 
can bo arranged, have the advantage of the teaching of an expert’in the field. 
8tiU less can the experience acquired during the year by an officer of over 
fourteen years’ standing be accepted as an ilJu'-tration of the training of a 
junior. The surveys which will during the ensuing cold season be carried out 
under the supervision of the Director of the Agricultural Department will 
Qfford the moans of giving such training, and the Board will be requested to 
report how these opportunities can best be utilized. 

23. The Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure in acknowledging the 
valuable services rendered dtiring tho year by the Hon’ble Mr. iteynolds, c.s.!., 
Mr. Cockerell, c.b.i., and Mr. H^iday, as Members of the Board, 'i he remarks 
of tho Board as to the good conduct of certain revenue officers will be 
c<'mmunicated to the Appointment Department.

THE JUTE WAREHOUSE AND PHIE-BRIGADE ACT. 

ANNUAL EEPOET FOE 1886-87. 

I HAVE the honour to report on the working of the Licensed Warehouse and 
Fire-Brigade Act in this Municipality for the official year ending 31st March 
1887. 

There were 21 jute warehouses licensed during the year, showing a decrease 
of three warehouses which were petty ones, and the owners did not use thorn. 
There was, however, a large screw-house and warehouses established belonging 
to Messrs. Guzdar & Co., which only worked dijring the latter months of 
the year. 

A classed list of warehouses which were licensed during the year is given 
in Appendix I. 

The total receipts amounted to Rs. 5,150, as in last year, from license fees 
only, and from prosecutions Rs. 20, which is given in Appendix II. The above 
figures show no falling off.

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SUMMAET OF THE/ METEOROLOGICAL AND RAlNrALti O^IBIKVATIOI^ 
TAKEN IN Bf ^GAli, AND Of THE METEOROLOGICAL Ob/IBBVATIOK^ 
TAKEN IN / BAJd, FOB THE MONTH OP OCTOBER Iff 

OoToBBK is i\y . month in which, m » rale, the MmihoweetAfthDioon entir ^ retreete fr> 
the proYinoe of ^^hgel, end ite piece ie tekeD bjNthe north-eest nonsoon, w .ioh eloirly » 
greatly eetaK^ehee iteelf over the province. The •oath*west monsoon, in its gre^ 
retreat southl^rds, is followed by the northerly wind current, and over the area of in' 
action light and variable winds prevail. As Uiis interaction in normal years takes p 
for a portion of the month over Bengal, winds evev the province ifoe nsnidly light 
Variame; but as the sonth-west monsoon retreats over the Bay, conditions become favon: 
for the formation, of cyolonio storms, and it is in October that the largest and fie 
oyolunes are formej, for daring this month most of the conditions era favonrable for 
prodncUon an extensive scal'^ These storms differ widely in different jears^ is t 
nature and in their line of march, and they eometimes jtravnl towards Bengal, and in a 
cases they cross the peninsula and pats into the Arabian Sea. 

The general rainfall, due to the ocmtinnance of the sooth*west monaoon over Ben| 
nsnally ceares during the first and second weeks in October, but even after this ti. 
local showers msy fall. After the second week of October any rainfall which is brought n, 
to Bengal is usually due to the formation and movement of cyolonio storms in the Bay, anc. 
it will evidtutly depend on the direction of their march ami on the nature of such storms 
whether any rain at all is received in the latter half of October ; and if any is received, the 
amounts will vary with the nature of the storm. 

The rninftdl of October in normal years is consequently due to two distinct eaoses, end as 
the second is, from its nature, an extremely variable and nnoertain one, the average distribu¬ 
tion of Xainfall in Ootober is decidedly more irregular than in the previous monsoon 
months, and also in any particular year its actual distribution may be. of an extremely 
capricious character. The normal distribution of rainfall in October can therefore only 
be described with approximate aocnracy. The average rain fall in Behar (with the excep¬ 
tion of the Fnrneah end North Bhagnlpore districts) and Ohutia Naupiiv (excluding the 
districts bordering on South-West Bengal) varies from two and a half to four inches. 
The amount is least iu the Qya district. Bainfall varies from four to six inches in the case 
of the previously excepted districts, the western districts p^ Orissa, and the whole of Bengal, 
excluding the Julpigoree district, and a narrow strip extending aloug the coast and bounded 
on the north by a curved line running through Cuttack, Jajpore, Diamond Harbour, Port 
CMuning, Cbandpora and Chittagong. Over this long narrow area, the width of which varies 
from 20 to CO miles, the average rainfall exceeds six inches. It is absolnteiy greatest 
at False Point, and there equals 11*4 inches. 

The principal features to be cossidc^Cd, therefore, in the motearology of Ootober, are 
the date of the gradual retreat of the south-west monsoon from the province, and the 
nature and the direction of movement of the cyclonic storms formed m the Bay. 

Meteorology gf the monfA.—Ic was noticed in the report for September that the south¬ 
west monsoon blowing ovmr the province in that month had been we ik, and that the current 
had diminished in strength more rapidly and mnch earlier than nsaat, and that from 
about the 27Ui of September the south-west moosoou winds had almost ceased to blow over 
Bengal. 

At the commencement of Ootober, therefore, the meteorological conditions over the 
province were distinctly those which msrk the close of the rainy season in Bengal, and the 
commencement of the transition conditions which obtain up to the time of the oomplete 
setting in of the north-east monsoon of the cold-weather period. Dry northhWesterly winds 
were blowing over the, greater part of the province, and in fact the only districts in which 
southerly and south-easterly winds still continued to blow were at the extreme easterly 
stations of East and North Bengal and in Assam. ^ Humidity bad become very low at the 
western stations, and clond proportion had also became small, generally, over the whole 
province. Northerly and north-westerly winds were also blowing over a considerable part 
of the northern half of the Bay, though in the south a fairly strong sonUi-jvest monsoon I 
current still prevailed.. These conditions continued grgetiesi’- ' 

directions changed somewhat, and beca^ m oases north-easterly. On the 5th a^

. * The meteoraiogy^ this period was therOfora extremely important, probably more 
important to Ifae pnorinee than any period liiAOe the coinmeneem.eut of the moaeoon, for 
eood general and.rather heavy rainfall was given to the provined at a period when it waa 
Mtremely important and waa most orgentiy needed. 

On October 16th and 16eh tha moist s0«th.eesterly snd easterly winds blowing over the 
provinee commeneed to bo driven back by a dry westerly and north-westerly current, and 
from the 17th liaht northerly winds blew over the whole province and rainfall practically 
eeaaed. Conditions therefore beimme settled, humidity, cloud proportion, snd temperature 
decreased, and oondittona wefe-similar to those which usually usher in the cold weather 
season in Bengal. Winds ware, however, rather light and irregular in direction at first, 
though cloud proportion and humidity were low and temperature was distinotly falling. 
On the 22nd winds heoame decidedly more northerly tV.an they bad been, and northerly 
winds , went reported till nearly the close of the month. Temperature also began to fall 
rather rmidly, seUiat the mean temperature of the 23rd waa at some pf the western stations 
if* and 6° belnw the normal. A farther rather rapid ffB of temperature took place later on, 
and in the obaervations reporied on the 26th, the mean temperature eas shown to be no less 
thaw 9‘b° in defoot of the normal at Berbampore and 8 h” below at Baaeeguuge. The defect 
asoeeded 7** at Bampora Bsauleah; at Burdwan, Dinagepore, and Ohubri the defects exceeded 
6**, and at Fnrr. edpore and Bungpora they exceeded 6”. At the same time also humidity 
became deoids)diy low, and at 10 a.k. of the tSth, at Bsnchi, the saturation of the air with 
moiatore waa only 28 per cent, and at Haaaribi^h ohiy 24 per cent, of the possible amount. 
The aky also bacsaae prnotioaUy olnadleas over the greater part of the provinee, except ou 
the 26i^ wbeti it olended over iocifily in parrs of South-West and North Bengal, and a few 
local abo^rs srare reported on this ^y from the Burdwan, Banknore, Beerbhoom, Koor- 
abcdabad, Baishahye, Dtnagepora, and Bnngpore iBstriets.

So fiw ee the cdiseiwatioas'which i 
jbean received np to the preaent time show, the loweat preeaiae recorded et Medrea by 
Port Oibcer during the passH^o of the storm was about 39’4 isofass. Ihe storm was no 
very violent one, wough it gave atiOng winds or perbeps e gale of wind at Ifadres sod % 
far north as Cooonads and Visagapitam* It also |^ve heaty rain along the coasts and Mao 
ras received 6 23 inches pn the momtqg odE the 9tb. 

A.S tbs storm was evidently crossing the Peaiesida, tbe- following telegram Was sent oft 
on receipt of the 10 a.x. observetiona of the, 9th to the Mcteorolc^ical Jibeporter to the 
Government of Bombay to the fcdlbwing effect Bmall ^clonierstona evoseed ooaat near 
Madras; movennent westerly,” end the Port Offienrs at the etetione previously named, except 
Madras, were informed that the storm was passing inland north of Madras. 

The storm then travelled slowly in s north-westerly or west-north-westerly direction, 
and on the morning of tbe 10th it had almost crossed the peninsula, and tfaa eeuBe of the 
oyolonio wind oirculation was a little to the south-east of Beigaum. The storm therefore 
advanced along almost precisely the same track aa that of tike storm of the second week of 
November 1886, which passed over the Western GhAts and advanced by a curved Back 
over the Arabiau Sea to tbe Belnchistan coast. Ow tbe lltb the storm had crossed the 
coast snd'had passed into tbe drsbisn Ssa, and it had praotiotily cessed to sflbot tbe lend 
Mree. 

Small ttorm of October i7th to Slsf.—'Up till about tiie 26th or 20th d the mouth 
light northerly winds were blowing over the greater pert.of the Bay, but on the £dtii end 
27tb squally weather and strong winds commenced in tbe snuth-mstern part of the.Bay. 
It is probable on the 27th that a d:Soite barometric depressiou had formed, wbioh then 
drifted in a westerly direction and commenced to make itself felt off tbe south Madras coast 
on the 29th, when its centre was probably opposite the coast between Madras and Nega- 
pstam. On the 80th it was almost opposite Madras, and on the Slit it was to the nwrth-east 
of Madras, hut as it approached the land it filled up end became mote diffused, and 
afterwards quite ceased to exist as e distinct storm, though it gavCxiM to a large diatarba&oe, 
which produced squally nnaettUd weather over a large part of the Bey. It wee nemr an 
intense and concentrated storm, but rather of a diflFusM nature, and the diaturiMsd condi¬ 
tions brought by it extended over e large area of the Bay and dE the coast. It gave strong 
winds to aU the coast stations from Yisagapstsm sonthwards, while heavy rain also Ml at 
many stations. Directly the storm approached the sonth Madras ooa^ thM, is, oa the 
morning of the 29th, warnings of the existence of tbe bevometrio depression were iasoad to 
the Fort Officers at Madras, end*at all important ports to the sonth or that s2eti<m, togetiier 
with the statement that the atorm was not an intense one; nad on the ffilth the Fort 
Officers et the stations from Yissgepatam down to Madras wswe informed atam was

Information of the existence of 
rometcio depression was scot on this day to the Port OSicers of all the important 
fronfvtl^draa southwaiida, with the atatement that the atorm was not an intense 
On -the Alst the difhiaed atorm had advanced in a nbrtherly direction, and ita centre 
nearly, opposite Msdraa, 'and with the movement of the atorm intimation to this 
bet w'm . tdrgrophed .to tlw JPort Offic^ra'at the stations south of Madras, while the Port 
iffinets at the coast porta from Madras up to Viaagapatam were warned of the existence 
if the depression -and ita qiovcaifiOt. The stojrm wm by no roeana an intense one, hut of 
deddedly diffused nature, and aa .it approached the coast to the north of Madras, it com* 
mamed to fill up* rapidly and tttcame rmore diffused, and dnally ceased to exist as a 
dednite attprm. With th# diaintegration of .the storm weather conditions became unsettled 
and sqnaliy over a large part of the Bay, and along the west coast in particular strong winds, 
heavy ijein, and in some oases almost stormy weather prevailed. As a matter of fact, the 
alif^t, depreedou left after the disintegration of the.small storm continued to exist off the 
MMraa coast for several days and did not pass inland as is usually the case. On the 
other .hand the disturbed conditions brought by the .storm gradually extended norihwardi, 
dll on Ootober Slst rain commenced^to fall in moderate quantities in Orissa. They a^aiu 
extended further, and on November 1st general rain commenced in East Bengal and over 
some parts of South-West Bengal. These disturbed conditions continued to exist over those 
districts for three or four d^s, but the disturbance never extended further into the interior 
of the province, and North Bengal, Behar and Cbutia Nagpnr have been practically rainless 
for the week. As the disturbed conditions drifted over the head of the Bay and over South 
Bengal winds became strongly easterly and south-easterly at many of the stations in the 
piWvinoe; skiea clouded over rapidly in the parts affectq^ and became almost overcast, humi- 
.dity became high and temperature increased, but during the last day or two of the week it 
was evident t'nese disturbed conditions were being steadily driven back by the northerly wind 
current blowing over the interior of the province, and at its close conditions had almost again 
become of the normal north-east monsoon character. 

Pmsur OyT-Tbe most noticeable change in the distribution of the barometric pressure 
during the past week was a distinct fall which accompanied the drifting of the disturbed 
conditions over South Bengal. A.s pointed out above, the conditions only affected the 
southern.parts-of the movince,' and the mean prersure for the week has beeu comparatively 
low over this area. Thus, while at .Tatse Point the mean pressure for the week has been 
0‘021 inch in excess of the normal, and at tJalcutta 0*023- inch, at . Purueah the excess has 
been 0*076 inch, at Durbhunga 0*081 inch, and at. Dacca 0*073 inch. For the whole 
province, taking only those stations into consideration from' which observations have been 
received for many years, the mean pressure has been 0*046 inch in excess of the normal. 
In Assam pressure has also averaged 0r0^6 inch in excess of the normal. 

—The-defective temperature, which was a p'romineut feature during the 
previous week, has been continued in the present, though it has not been quite so strongly 
arked, and its distribution has been rather changed. In Orissa, South-West and East

In the previous w^k the distribation of tempe^we was ■ such that the defects were 
most marked in the night.or minimum temperatures, ant in the present week this has been 
reversed, and while the night’or miitimum temperatures nave differed comparativley slightly 
from the normal, the day or maximnm temperatures have bell^ery markedly in defect. This 
is shovfn in the following table^ where the mean maximum awd minimum temperatures for 
the week at nine typical stations iu different districts of the province are given, oouipu'ed 
with the normal for the period, and thus while the mean minimum or night temperature of the 
nine stations has been only 0*6° in defect of the normal, the mean day or mazimuiu tempera-

Rainfall .—The cauaes which have produced the rainfall during the past week h 
atreadf been described. North and South Behar and Ohntia Nagpur have been quite rating 
and North Bengal has been jjractioallj rainless. Sonth*West Bengal has received a 
average fall of 0*26 inch, which is practicallf equal to the normal fall for the period. Orisi, 
has received an average fall of 1*10 inohesj which is distinctly larger than the usual fall ai 
this time, and finally, East Bengal has received au average fall of 2*40 inches, which is more 
than four times the normal amount for the period. In South*West Bengal the districts 
which have received the heaviest falls are the follbwiug :~Midoapore,Burdwan, Ehoolnaand 
Jessore. In Orissa the largest falls have been received in the Pooree and - Onttack districts, 
while in Bast Bengal the following districts have received very heavy falls Ohitta^ng 
(where Cos’s Baaar on November 2nd received the excessive .amount of 10*78 inwes) 
Backergunge, Noakholly, Dacca and Tipperah.
